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THE BLAINE AND ARTHUR BOOMS 
AT A STAND-STILL, 

ARTHUR’S FRIENDS DISGUSTED BY THE SE- 

LECTION OF POWELL CLAYTON FOR 

TEMPORARY CHAIRMAN—BLAINE MAK- 

ING NO GAINS—AN ATTEMPT TO CAP- 

TURE LOGAN’S VOTES—THE EDMUNDS 
MEN FIRM IN THEIR POSITION.

Cuicaco, June 2.—While the Blaine 
movement is still regarded as formidable by 
those who oppose it, its progress to-day was not 
alarmingly great. On the other hand, the Ar- 
thur men were despondent, not because they 
were losing many votes, but because they 
seemed to make no progress and had been una- 
ble to prevent the selection of Powell Clayton to 
be temporary Chairman of the convention. If 
* noise and cheap enthusiasm could carry a ma- 
jority of the convention's vote Blaine could be 
nominated on the first ballot. The spacious 
dining-room in the Grand Pacific Hotel, where 
the Blaine men assemble, was crowded all day, 
and speeches were made by several ambitious 
orators unknown to fame. The Blaine men have 
an abundance of money. For this room they 
pay $500 a day. 

Yesterday was a Blaine day, and the Blaine 
men were very confident. They believed that 
they had captured the entire Arkansas delega- 
tion: they hoped to make large gains in other 
Southern States, and they professed to expect 
assistance from the Logan and Sherman men 
whenever it was needed. The condition of the 
Biaine movement this afternoon, as described 
by one of the Blaine leaders from the West, 
was as follows: Blaine had gained, he said, 
three votes in Alabama, making four 
in all in that State; two or three in 
Texas, and twoin Massachusetts,making three 
votes in all from that State. The latest estimate 
of the number of votesto be cast for Blaine on 
the first ballot was, he caid, 334. This estimate is 
smaller than the estimate furnished by the same 
gentleman yesterday. Larger estimates were 
given to the public, but this one was more nearly 
in accordance with the facts,as accepted by 
Blaine men. 

The selection of Clayton by the National Com- 
mittee to be temporary Chairman was generally 
regarded outside of the Blaine camp as payment 
in part for his work for Blaine in the Arkansas 
delegation. Nearly ail of the members who voted 
for him are Blaine or anti-Arthur men. A few 
Southern votes were cast for him by Southern 
members, who were so glad to havea chance to 
support a Southern man that they lost sight of 
the candidate’s preferences and the Arkansas 
job. The Arthur men were very indignant, and 
Genounced the nomination as a Blaine trick. 
Some of them declared that they would 
Oppose the election of Clayton on _ the 
floor of the convention. ** We must beat him,” 
said Mr. Warren, of New-York; “ we can’t afford 
to let him stay there.”” Another prominent Ar- 
thur man remarked, with an expression of dis- 
gust, that the convention might as well have 
chosen Dorsey. The Arthur men did not agree 
as to the probable effect of the selection. Some 
feared that it would prove to wavering South- 
ern delegates, that Blaine held the winning cards. 
Others, who bad a great deal to say about Clay- 
ton’s record asa politician and as a man, which 
they regarded as unsavory, predicted that the 
nomination: would create great disgust among 
Northern. delegates, and do Biaine more harm 
than good. It was admitted by all that Clayton 
bad gone over to Blaine, and taken at least half 
of the Arkansas delegation with him. 

The supporters of Edmunds were shocked by 
the action of the committee. The nomination 
of Clayton was something which they had not 
regardedas possible. Toward night some of the 
Arthur men came tothe conclusion that they 
had been outgeneraled, and that it would be un- 
wise to oppose Clayton in the convention, be- 
cause by opposing him they might offend Arthur 
telegates from the South and drive some of them 
over to Blaine. They hoped, however, that what 
they called the moral effect of the transaction 
would injure Blaine’s cause. The Blaine leaders 
seemed to regard Clayton’s nomination as a vic- 
tory for their candidate; spoke of him as a rep- 
resentative Southern man, and predicted that 
the Arthur men “ were ina hole,” and could not 
afford to oppose him. Clayton smiled, looked 
cheerful, and remarked that there were several 
Blaine men in his delegation. 


It is by no means certain that there will not be 
acontest over Clayton at the very beginning of 
the great meeting. The Arthur men, in private 
conversation, admitted that their candidate was 
Ina badway. They asserted, however, that they 
were holding the Southern delegates pretty firm- 
ly. “If something isn’t done pretty soon,” said 
one of them, “ Blaine will be nominated. The 
trouble is that the Independents and Edmunds 
men want to wag the dog, but they can’t do 
gs they did at Utica. We don’t want 
any dark horse. It must be Arthur or 
Blaine, and the Arthur men may decide to allow 
the Independents to cause Blaine’s nomination.” 
A well-known Federal officer in the West who is 
supporting Arthur in a Blaine State said that 
the Arthur forces were not well organized. He 
feared thut the Blaine wave would nominate 
Biaine before any arrangement to beat him 
could be made, * but if Blaine doesn't make it on 
the third ballot,” he added, “he will never get 
there.”’ 

So far ascan be learned the changes which 
have taken place to-day have cost Arthur not 
more than half a dozen votes, and it may be that 
he bas lost even less than that number. It is not 
the loss of votes which has caused Arthur men 
to be down-hearted, but the failure to gauge the 
apparent strength of the Blaine movement, a 
growing tendency among wavering delegates to 
look for new candidates, and a fear that Blaine 
may be able to make a combination with Logan 
or Sherman. The impression seems to prevail 
among Arthur men that if the Edmunds men 
tlose up their ranks and maintain good disci- 
pline the President cannot hope for accessions. 

It was reported this morning that William 
Walter Phelps had sent a telegram to Senator 
Logan offering him the second place on the 
Blaine ticket if he would come to the assistance 
of Blaine, and that the Senator replied that he 
would not accept, because he preferred the office 
of Senator to the proffered nomination. It was 
said that Mr. Phelps remarked in his telegram 
that Senator Harrison was making a hog of him- 
self in the Indiana delegation, ana that the 
Harrison movement threatened to deprive 
Blaine of valuable votes. “I can’t say 
anything about telegrams,” said “* Long” Jones, 
Logan’s manager, “but I can assure you that 
Senator Logan will not accept the second place 
on any ticket. Propositions like that which are 
paid to have been made to him have been made 
to us, and rejected.”” In answer to the question 
whether such a telegram had been sent to Logan, 
a Logan man, who is sitting in the inner room of 
Logan’s head-quarters, nodded significantiy, in- 
dicating that the story was a true one. 

It is not strange that the Blaine managers 
should be alarmed by the Harrison movement, 
for 15 delegates from Indiana have been assigned 
to Biaine and only 4 to Arthur. If Indiana's 
vote ghould be cast for Harrison, Blaine would, 
temporarily at least, lose these 15 votes. The In- 
Giana delegates were in conference for several 
hours to-day, but owing to the opposition of the 
supporters of Gresham they were unable to 
agree. Twenty votes were cast for Harrison and 
10 for Gresham on a motion made in the interest 
of Harrison, and a final decision was postponed 
until to-morrow. 

A canvass made for THz Times to-day indi- 
cates that, with the Blaine votes of Indiana and 
half of the Arkansas delegates, Blaine will have 
about 837 votes on the first ballot. There is evi- 
flence that the Sherman votes in Ohio can be had 
lor Blaine if ther sbould be reauired to beat 
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Arthur, and it is possible that they can be se- 
cured to nominate Blaine. Delegate at Large 
Dumont, of New-Orleans, said to-day that all 
of the Louisiana delegates were for Arthur, as 
he understood it, although he regarded one man 
as doubtful. Another delegate at large remarked 
that they were all pledged to Arthur, and would 
vote for him unless some other candidate should 
offer great inducements. 

It has been understood that Clayton could not 
take with him more than half of the Arkansas 
delegates. It is remembered, however, that Clay- 
ton has repeatedly said that the delegation would 
vote asa unit for some one. If Blaine should 
capture all of the 14 votes the transfer might 
have considerable effect upon other Southern 
delegates. F. D. R. 
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ARTHUR ALREADY DEFEATED. 
THE PRESIDENT’S FRIENDS POWERLESS TO 
NOMINATE HIM OR HELP ANYBODY ELSE 
—POWELL CLAYTON CHOSEN BY A 
BLAINE-LOGAN COMBINATION — GREAT 

DISGUST EXPRESSED ON ALL SIDES.

Cuicaco, June 2.—Blaine’s enthusiastic 
devotees here labored hard to-day, and the out- 
come of their labor is principally Powell Clay- 
ton. With noise and much parading, shout- 
ing, and boasting they have endeavored to 
keep up the excitement produced on Sun- 
day, but they have not succeeded. The 
temporary panicky feeling which they had 
caused among the Arthur men has subsided, and 
while the opponents of Blaine are still regarding 
the Maine candidate as a dangerous man to 
nominate they are not yet convinced that they 
cannot defeat him. The Arthur men no longer 
expect to nominate their candidate. His sup- 
porters say that they will stand firm for him, but 
they do notsay for how long, nor do they pre- 
tend that he can hold the strength now attribut- 
ed to him for more than one ballot. 

The Biaine men, beginning early in the morn- 
ing and inspired by the teachings of Thomas C. 
Platt, pursued their system of visiting and 
“ whooping up” Blaine among the Southern and 
South-western delegates. Arkansas and the 
delegates from that State appeared to give them 
great concern, and Powell Clayton, the 
head of the Arkansas delegation, was clos- 
eted with Platt, Whitelaw Reid, Elkins, 
and some of the Logan men for so long a 
time as to convince everybody who heard of the 
conference that there was deviltry afoot. It 
was even reported that Clayton had agreed to 
carry the Arkansas delegation into the conven- 
tion for Blaine, and that he had been promised 
the position of Secretary of the Interior in case 
of Blaine’s nomination and election. No one 
was prepared for the results that actually fol- 
lowed the bargainings of the Blaine men with 
Arkansas. 

The National Committee met. It was supposed 
that before it concluded its business it would 
select as the person to be recommended for 
Chairman of the temporary organization a 
prominent, respectable, representative Republi- 
can,’a man of such acknowledged ability and fair- 
ness as Senator George F. Hoar, or George Wil- 
liam Curtis, or even Galushba A. Grow. It was not 
appre- hended for a second thata disreputable 
or even a doubtfully respectable man would be 
chosen. The confidence of the Republicans in 
the Blaine men was not justified. ,They did not 
select either of the men who had been named, 
but an entirely different one in most respects. The 
committee disposed. of the contests before 
it. It seated John J. O’Brien and Jobn 
H. Brady from the Sixth New-York 
District, aia George” Campbell} and Hiram 
Griggs from the Nineteenth.° These are 
all Arthur men. The roll had been completed 
and it was in order to nominatea temporary 
Chairman. Mr. John 8. Runnels, of lowa, pre- 
sented the name of George F. Hoar. This was 
the offer of an Arthur man. Pennsylvania pre- 
sented Galusha A. Graw. Michigan offered Rep- 
resentative Roswell G. Horr.’ It was to 
no purpose that these, all 7 comparative- 
ly unobjectionable men, were sucgested. 
Frank Morey, of Louisiana, whose State is so 
agitated in this convention that no one can tell 
what it isto do, projected into the contest the 
name of Powell Clayton, of Arkansas. The 
nomination almost took away the breath of some 
members of the committee. Could the party, 
already threatened with a candidate favored 
by all the political hacks in one-half the party, 
all the jobbers, the star route thieves, the 
“ vigorous foreign policy” men, and the “ strong 
man’s” government, safely take upon itself so 
heavy a load as the successor and ; former friend 
of Stephen W. Dorsey? The Biaine men had no 
notion of stopping at such trifies as this ap- 
peared to them. Clayton was pressed as the 
representative of the Southern Republic- 
ans, who were entitled to. recognition. 
The vote showed that the combina- 
tion of the Blaine and Logan men 
was a strong one. Clayton received 26 votes, 
Hoar 15, Grow 2, and Horr 2. Samuel Lee, of 
South Carolina; Samuel L. Yost, of Virginia, and 
Cc. W. Bennett, of Utah, all Arthur men, voted 
for Clayton, who was chosen by a vote of 26, as 
agminst 19. After the choice had been declared 
‘and the motion was put to make it unanimous 
several members of the committee voted in the 
negative. 

A few moments later the committee-room 
door was opened and the members streamed out. 
Intense disrust was pictured on the counte- 
nances of those who had voted against Clayton. 
They felt as if an outrage had been perpetrated 
upon the party. “Why not choose Dorsey at 
once?” asked an Eastern man. The disappoint- 
ment among the Edmunds men was pro- 
found. To the Biaine men this feeling did 
not come. They were intent upon securing 
the nomination of their man. No matter about 


the character of the man;so long as he could 
bring votes he would answer. Mr. William Walter 
Phelps was delighted. As he shook hands with 
Mr. Chauncey M. Depew, just outside of the com- 
mittee-room doors, he congratulated him upon 
the * nice man” who had been named for Chair- 
man. Mr. Depew onened his mouth in silence 
when Powell Clayton’s name was mentioned. If 
he was d hted be was not quite prepared 
to say so. Senator Aldrich, of Rhode Island, 
came along. He did not think the selection a 
creditable one, and expressed his opinion frankly. 
Mr. Phelps, in answer, replied: ** We could not 
get a more respectable man, s0 we took 
one from near to the people.” As soon 
as Mr. 8S. B, Dutcher b that Clayton 
had been selected he bustled out of the 
Arthur head-quarters and around'tothe commit- 
tee-room to gather up the details. His astonish- 
ment was complete, but was not greater than his 
disgust. It only took him a few minutes to can- 
vass the Arthur men anda few Edmunds men 
who were near, to find out that there was a dis- 
position to resent the nomination of Clayton as 
scandalous. In Jess than half an hour ac- 
tive men about head-quarters, were scouring 
around to make a combination with which to 
fight the nomination on the ficor of the conven- 
tion. They found that a few Blaine men disliked 
it, but were not prepared to say no. All the Ed- 
munds men regarded it as an abominable choice, 
but some of them, ex-Gov. Smith, of Ver- 
mont, being one, questioned the wisdom of 
making a test vote or an attempt to de- 
feat the choice of a man _ secured by 
astrong combination. This did not discourage 
the Arthur men,and they are now busily at 
work endeavoring to complete arrangements for 
defeating Clayton. Commissioner stephen B. 
French, when he heard of Ciayton’s selection by 
the Blaine-Logan combination, declared that if 
Blaine’s nomination was to be made by the use 
of such instrumentalities that there would be 
slaughter in New-York next Fall resembling the 
slaughter in 1882. 

The “ Hurrah” campaign carried on by the 
Blaine men on Sunday was Bert upin their big 
parlor, in the halls and corridors, and on the 
streets. Orators from the West made glowing 
speeches with Biaine and his magnetic infiuence 
for their themes. One orator, who was in- 
terrupted by a New-York man, who in- 
terrupted to deny an assertion that Blaine 
could carry the State by 40,000 majority, was in- 
dignantly informed that Blaine did not want 
New-York; that he could be elected without the 
vote of that State, and that the ple of this 
country would like to have one President who 
did not owe that State anything. This sort of 
stuff was extremely gratifying to the crowd of 

men. 

A view of the situation to-day, as expressed by 
a prominent Arthur Republican, may be inter- 

reading. It was just after the result o 
the pe- combination had 
known: “I can sc: how this fight will 
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Blaine is nominated, Conkling. Platt, and his 
friends, who are working for Blaine, will accom- 
a long-cherished purpose. They have not 
mn for Blaine because they wish to see 
him ident. They hate him as heartily 
as any man in politics. They long for a chance 
to a hoe the score they have nst him. 
They know he cannot carry New-York, and that 
without the electoral! vote of that State he must 
gounder. They do not careto have the party 
succeed. Blaine will be the candidate if the 
can compass his nomination, and then they will 
let him take care of himself and enjoy the de- 
lightful spectacle of his political death and bu- 
rial in November.” 

Looking over the field at this hour it is plain 
that Artbur must be defeated. His strength is 
_ ay He can not transfer it, and bis friends 

now it. 
to him. Internal Revenue Commissioner Evans, 
looking at the situation, sees that the opponents 
of Blaine can defeat Arthur, but the Arthur men 
are powerless to help anybody else with 
their whole column. “ We cannot stir,” he 
says, “‘or attempt to throw our line to any- 
body. Assoon as we do, it will break, and if 
it should break, I would not dare to say that 
there would Ce enough of James G. 
Blaine to prevent his nomination.” 

Notallof the Arthurmen are gloomy. The 
managers, in spite of all reports to the contrary, 
say that they do not lack organization, and that 
they are free from entanglements and intend to 
keep so. Frank Hatton and James D. Warren 
say that the Arthur line is entire, and that it will 
remain so. The only defection they have found 
So Arkansas, which they give up as bought by 

aine. 

After the day has been devoted by the Blaine 
men to vain boasts of “gains” everywhere, the 
canvass shows the strength of the different can- 
didates to be as follows;

The Blaine men lead, but they still lack 8 
votes and will have to fightfor them. The Ed- 
munds men, who have heard a good many sug- 
gestions about offering Robert T. Lincoln asa 
candidate, have hit upon a plan that may 
lead to a satisfactory result. When the name of 
Powell Clayton is offered as temporary Chair- 
man, Mr. Henry Cabot Lodge will move to sub- 
stitute the name of ex-Senator Blanche K. Bruce. 
If the attempt to combine the opponents of 
Blaine can succeed at all it should succeed upon 
this proposition. 


STATE DELEGATION MEETINGS, 

The situation in the Indiana delegation is 
unique, and the very strength of the State be- 
fore the convention complicates it. Two meetings 
have been held and no conclusion has yet been 
reached as to whether Senator Harrison’s name 


shall be presented. The first was heldat 100’clock 
this morning. The Hon. R Thompson, ex- 
Secretary of the Navy, was chosen permanent 
Chairman of theldelegation. The claims of 
Harrison and Gresham on the delegation were 
then considered. It was brought out 
by the Gresham men that their favorite could 
not be openly announced as a candidate while 
Arthur was in the field, as he a 
member of Arthur’s Cabinet, and the 
only chance for him before the conven- 
tion was to have a certain number of votes 
cast for him from his own State. A discussion 
of two hours’ followed, but no conclusion was 
reached. There were five delegates who de- 
clared they would stand by Gresham to 
the last. Their plea was that the two 
candidates should be voted for and that 
whichever was first taken up and pushed by 
the convention, irrespective of Indiana, should 
have the entire Indiana vote. A vote was taken 
as a test of the relative strength of the two, 
Harrison receiving 20 and Gresham 10. Senator 
Harrison, who is a delegate, was not pres- 
ent at the conference, remaining in his room 
and being ted on all that was done. He de- 
clared to his friends that he did not care to go 
before the convention with less than 25 
votes. He could readily see that if 
the solid delegation should support any 
one candidate he would stand a good show,

of her sons. An adjournment 109 arena was 
had, but nothing resulted, the matter being 
again laid over to 10 0’ciock Tuesday. If Har- 
rison is not then — as he desires he will 
go into the convention as a delegate, and his 
name'wil! aot be presented. 

The Ohio a gr met for permanent organ- 
ization at3 P.M. Judge West called it to order 
and nominated Judge Foraker for permanent 
Chairman. He was unanimously elected. - Amos 
Smith, of Cincinnati, a Sherman man, then 
announced that an accidental meeting of two 
Sherman and three Blaine men had been 
had, at which the five had taken the liberty of 
suggesting a slate, one-half of which was Blaine 
and one-half Sherman, for the consideration of 
the delegation. When the list was read Judge 
West suggested that M.A. Hanna,a Sherman man, 
should be stricken from the Committee on Cre- 
dentials and A. M. Pratt, a Blaine man, put on in 
his stead. He intimated that there would be sev- 
eral contests in the convention from Pennsylva- 
nia, Georgia, and elsewhere, and he would 
likea Blaine man there. The suggestion met 
with little favor and was withdrawn. The situa- 
tion in the delegation remains practically un- 
changed from yesterday. The t of feeling 
exists between the Sherman and Blaine fac- 
tions, and Blaine can probably have near! 
the entire vote at any time when it will 
nominate him or when it becomes neces- 
sary to beat Arthur. The California delegation 
called at the Ohio head-quarters, when speeches 
in favor of Blaine were made by several gentle- 
men from the Pacific coast. Gen. Grosvenor, a 
Sherman man, respondedin behalf of Ohio, de- 
claring that, while Blaine could carry Ohio, it 
was necessary to find some man who could carr 
the rest of the country as well. He thought suc 
a man had been found in Sherman. 

The Illinois delegation still holds her 40 votes 
for Logan and 4 doubtful. Davis, of the Third 
District, is counted for Arthur, altbough he says 
he has never told any one that he had a prefer- 
ence in that direction. Taylor,of the First Distric 
another of the doubtful ones, expressed himsel 
as favoring Lincoln, but nothing can be learned 
of him now, exceptethat he will not vote for Lo- 

an. Wheeler and Woodward, of the Third 

istrict, are probably for Edmunds, a1- 
though they may vote for Logan on the 
first ballot so as to draw away from 
him later and show that he is losing strength. 
Members of the Illinois delegation say that they 
have had visits to-day from both Arthur and 
Blaine nts offering Logan the Vice-Presi- 
dency, which was declined, the intention being 
to hold him for first place or nothing. 

Wisconsin had a call to-day from the New- 
York Business Club in the interest of Arthur. 
Informal spéeches were made, but no votes were 
changed by them. A coupie of votes may go to 
Gen. Sherman,a close estimate of the State 
placing it as follows: Blaine,9; Arthur, 6; Ed- 
munds, 5; Gen. Sherman, 2. At heart the five 
Edmunds men are really for Blaine. 

The New-York business men also called on 
Minnesota, with meagre results. The vote of 
that State is now estimated at 7 for Blaine, 5 
for Edmunds, and two for Arthur. This takes 
1 ay from Blaine and gives it to Edmunds. 
The Edmunds delegates declare they are voting 
for their man on his merits, and not as a covert 
method of taking strength away from Blaine 
and Arthur. 

The Michigan delegates have not been can- 
vassed to the satisfaction of any one, but, as near 
as her best men can guéss, Blaine has 14, Arthur 
4. Edmunds 5, and Gen. Sherman 3. It was 
thought by the Blaine men that they would 
get the 3 Sherman votes, but the men who 
are eapporting him are doing so because they 
on Re bli d that th ti

The rottenness of the Arkansas delegation, so 

nerally discussed and believed, was confirmed 

y their course at to-night's conference. Bv a 
vote of nine to five it was 
the entire 14 votes of the delegation 
should be cast for Blaine. Jacob Triebner 
and Samuel H. Holland, Edmunds delegates from 
the First District, and three Arthur men, Ferdi- 
nand Havis, of the Second District; John Yost. 
of the Fourth District, and Kidder Kidd, of 
the Fifth District, demurred, but finally yielded 
to the arruments of Powell €layton, and agreed 
to the course demanded by the majority. It was 
agreed that this action should be kept a pro- 
found secret. It is firmly believed by many of 
the Republicans of that State, representatives of 
whom are watching the course of the delegation, 
that the nomination of Blaine means a split in 
the party generaliy throughout the country, 
while the nominzation of Arthur would certainly 
bring defeat. 

The Pennsylvania delegates met this evening 
and unanimously to recommend the Hon. 
GalushatA. Grow as permanent Chairman of the 
convention. Senator John Stewart, of Franklin, 
was elected Chairman of the delegation, and B. 
F. Jones, of Pittsburg, National Commiitee- 

There have various estimates 
made as to the relative strength of Arthur 
and Blaine in the delegation, but perhaps the 
beat test yet given was that found in the vote on 
these two elections, it standing in both cases 41 
to 19, the former being set down asthe Blaine 
strength and the latter belonging to Arthur. 
One estimate gives Blaine 47 and Arthur 11.

Amos Townsend, ex-member of Con from 
the Cleveland (Ohio) district, says: “It is either 
Blaine or Sherman.

Mr. Howard Carroll, in speaking of the propo- 
sition that the Arthur men shall unite with 
the Edmunds men to nominate a candi- 
date other than Arthur, says: “We want 
the independents to understand  distinct- 
ly that the Utica * business won't be 
repeated here. This is too big an affair for 
the tail to wag the dog. We may concede 
them something in the State organization, 
as that doesn’t amount to much, but 
when it comes to President they must 
understand that it won't do them any 
good to hold out, expecting the Arthur delegates 
to go to the Edmunds men. If the independents 
are going to take that course, they will be held 
responsible for the nomination of Blaine and 
they must look that responsibility squarely in 
the face.” 
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THE EDMUNDS MEN IN COUNCIL. 
WARM EULOGIES OF THE VERMONT SENATOR 
—HIS FRIENDS AGREE TO STICK. 

From a Staff Correspondent of The Times. 

Curcaco, June 2.—A gratifying demon- 
stration of Edmunds sentiment was witnessed at 
the conference of Edmunds delegates at the Le- 
land House this morning. Fully 150 gentlemen 
who are in hearty accord with the principles 
which the Vermont Senator so wel) typifies, one- 
half of whom were pronounced Edmunds dele- 
gates, gathered in the parlors of the Massachu- 
setts delegation. Speeches were made by Sena- 
tor Hoar and ex-Goy. Long, of Massachusetts; 
ex-Goy. J. Gregory Smith, of Vermont; George 
William Curtis, Andrew D. White, and As- 
semblyman Theodore Roosevelt, of New- 
York, and a number of delegates 
from Michigan, Missouri, and Minnesota. 
Mr. Curtis was particularly happy in his refer- 
ences to their candidate. Referring to the point 
that is so much dwelt upon by some Republicans, 
that Mr. Edmunds is a cold and distant man, Mr. 
Curtis said that that much might be admitted 
and yet nobody could argue that it detracted 
from the man’s merits. The picture which the 
speaker drew of thesimilarity between Mr. Ed- 
munds and George Washington in this respect 
was received with applause. Mr. Curtis was in- 
terrupted with cheers for Edmunds, and at the 
close of his address three cheers and a tiger were 
given for George William Curtis. In introducing 
Mr. Roosevelt Senator Hoar referred to him as 
the representative of the independent reform 
element of New-York politics. 

The delegates resolved to stand by Mr. Ed- 
munds so long as there was any possibility of his 
being nominated. The idea which all the speak- 
ers especially dwelt upon was the necessity of 
united action, and upon this point the conferees 
were enthusiastic. Mr. Curtis was asked by a 
delegate for whom he would vote when the last 
hope of Mr. Edmunds’s nomination was aban- 
doned. He deftly parried the inquiry with the 
reply that he should vote for that man who in 
his judgment best represented the principles of 
Mr. Edmunds—a reply that was greeted with ap- 
plause. 

After the conference was concluded the Massa- 
chusetts men selected Senator Hoar for Chair- 


“man of the delegation, and by arrangement with 


the other delegates ex-Gov. Long was deputed to 
present Mr. Eamunds's name to the convention. 
The Vermont delegation chose for its Chairman 
ex-Gov. Smith. 

The Edmunds delegates from New-York who 
met to determine their choice for Chairman 
were Theodore Koosevelt, Edwin Packard, and 
Senator John I. Gilbert, delegates at large; 
George William Curtis and Jonn A. King, of the 
Long Island district; E. H. Hobbs and G. L. 
Pease, of Brooklyn, and Congressman Wads- 
worth, Hamilton Fish, Jr., B. Platt Carpenter, 
Andrew D. Baird, C. D. Rhinehart, and Leonard 
Barrett, who have been rated as Edmunds men, 
were absent. The discovery was made that A. 
D. Baird and C. D. Rhinehart, of Brooklyn, had 
concluded very recently to go into the Arthur 
camp, and that Mr. Barrett’s position had not 
yet been clearly defined, even to that gentle- 
man’s own satisfaction. An insane jealousy 
of Mr. Roosevelt, which existed without 
any cause, so far as his personal re- 
lations with his associates are concerned, 
has been noted by the Arthur and Blaine dele- 
gates in the Edmunds camp. Neither Mr. Pack- 
ard nor Senator Gilbert nor Congressman Wads- 
worth have been willing that the Assemblyman 
should be Chairman of the delegation, and in the 
settlement of this point Mr. Wadsworth has been 
encouraged to canvass against him by the Blaine 
* reformers.”” Mr. Roosevelt’s choice has been 
Mr. Curtis from the start,and when Mr. Wads- 
worth nominated that gentleman, Mr. Roosevelt 
promptly seconded it. By arrangement with the 
Biaine delegates, whose plans Mr. Wadsworth 
was better informed of thanany of the Edmunds 
men, Mr. Curtis was to receive their votes at the 
full meeting of the New-York delegation, to be 
held in the evening. 

It was at this point that Mr. Wadsworth 
earned the sobriquet of “ Codfish Jimmy,” by 
which he isnow known among the New-York 
Republicans. The Blaine codfish, which was 
concealed beneath his Edmunds overcoat, was 
displayed when he proposed and urged the in- 
dorsement of ex-Senator Thomas C. Platt as 
New-York’s member on the National Committee. 
Mr. Platt’s services as an organizer are appreci- 
ated by the Blaine men, and, as Mr. Wadsworth 
knew, he is their first choice for this position. 
By a combination with the Edmunds men they 
hoped to retain Mr. Platt in his present position. 
Senator Gilbert is not yet a Platt Republican, 
and he gave Mr. Wadsworth very distinctly to 
understand it. He furthermore told the Con- 

reasman that the Edmunds men had had their 
foubts about his (Wadsworth’s) status at Utica, 
and their suspicion that he was a Blaine man at 
heart was only strengthened by this proposition. 
The Congressman was taken aback by this blunt 
declaration of the truth, and he hotly denied the 
right of any man to question his motives or his 
sentiments. ‘*Codfish Jimmy’s” plan was laid 
one side, the Edmunds men looking decidedly 
askant both at it and its proposer. 

The selection of Powell Clayton as temporary 
Chairman or the convention by the National 
Committee is obnoxious to munds men 
generally, and this fact was made known 
to Congressman Wadsworth at ‘this meeting, 
and he so reported to the Blaine delegates, 
with whom he was afterward closeted. The 
conversion of Mr. Baird by the Arthur men 
provoked much comment among the Edmunds 
men. The committee of Young Republicans 
from the Brooklyn club at once sought Mr. 
Baird and with every argument at their com- 
mand endeavored to convince him that his duty 
to those Republicans who had elected him de- 
manded his support of Mr. Edmunds, 

BLAINE MISSIONARY WORK. 

A Visitation Committee, composed of Collector 
Robertson, of New-York; William Walter 
Phelps, of New-Jersey; John F. Locke, of Ohio, 
and Lamar C. Powell, of West Virginia, called 
upona number of the Western delegations in 
the Palmer House during the morning. Each 
member made a speech earnesntly indorsing 
Blaine. Mr. Powell told the Arkansas 
delegation that there was a_ chance 
of West Virginia giving her _ Electoral 
vote to the ublicans with Blaine as 
the nominee, something which was utterly 1m- 
possible, he maintained, with any other candi- 
date. Collector Robertson toid them that Plaine 
could certainly carry New-York State, and that 
there was a strong doubt about Arthur doing it. 
He added that the best informed politicians of 
that State favored Blaine’s nomination. and at 
the suggestion of 2a New-York Blaine man at his 
side he mentioned Mr. Conkling, Mr. Platt, ex- 
Gov. Cornell, and Senator Warner Miller as 
representatives of that class.

A hornet’s nest was at once stirred 
up, which was productive of so vigorous an al- 
tercation that the Visitation Committee with- 
drew, leaving the friends of Arthur and Blaine 
to settle their differences as best they mizht. 


THE NEW-YORKERS AND THEIR WORK. 
The committee of the Young Men's Republican 
Club of New-York is at work using such influ- 
ence as it can bring to bear upon entire strangers 


to secure the nomination of that candidate for 
President, who, in the best judgment of the com- 
mittee, will secure the Electoral yote of New- 
York. That candidate appears to be Mr. 
Arthur, judging from the teaor of the views 
that are elicited from such committeemen 
as are not thoroughly mixed up on 
the subject. The gratifying intelligence is re- 
corded that the committee has a recognized in- 
fluence among the Westerners second only to 
that of the New-York Business Men’s Committee. 
Mr. Emmons Biaine was overhear by one of the 
young Republicans rapturously exclaiming to a 
friend: “It looks beautiful, beautiful.” The 
committeeman was depressed when it was ex- 
plained to him that it was the chances of Biaine, 
and not of Arthur, which were being so glow- 
ingly pictured. 

he Arthur men, realizing tte inferiority of 
their organization, ordered another head-quar- 
ters to be opened for him at the Palmer House. 
Senator Daggett was deputed to perform the 
opening ceremonies. He selected parlor S—John 
Sherman's old head-quarters—and after seeing 
that it was placed in proper order and an at- 
mosphere of geniality and warmth was imparted 
to it by the importation of some Arthur business 
men, he went out to get shaved. <A gentleman 
oom one 
inch further into space, waited an hour for him 
to return, and then he himselt disappeared, with 
the remark that the Arthur workers undoubted- 
ly were parcerentns eoman service, either out 
at the crib or up in the park, and he would call 
again after Mr. Arthur had been nominated. 

A crumb of comfort forthe Arthur men was 
the distribution of 10,000 copies of Puck, with the 
stinging cartoon of ** Phryne before the Chicago 
Tribunal.” Their spirits rose one degree when 
the delegation from the Philadelphia Union Re- 
publican Club, 97 strong, marched into the city 
and took yh we at the Tremont House. Its 
distinguishing characteristic was its dress. Each 
man wore a light Summer suit, « tall white 
hat, a blve necktie, and a gorgeous badge 
bordered with heavy gold fringe. Each man 
carried a cane, an one man _ differed 
from another only in the _ solidity of 
his figure, for a more solid, self-satisfied and 
practical-looking lot of men has not made its 
appearance. *“* Are you business meu, and who 
are you booming?” was asked. A long, suspi- 
ciouslook was followed with thereply; ** Y-e-e-s, 
I suppose we are. We know something of poli- 
tics. Some of us, about two-thirds of us, are for 
Arthur and the rest for Blaine.” The informa- 
tion was volunteered by several of the deie- 
gates that Lincoln would by no means prove an 
unacceptable candidate, providing that Arthur 
could not be nominated. 

The New-York delegation held a three-hours’ 
session at the Grand Pacific to-night, which re- 
sulted in the election of George William Curtis 
as Chairman of the delegation, and Mr. Speaker 
Sheard as Secretary. This was done by the com- 
bined vote of the Blaine and a portion of the Ed- 
munds delegates. There was no evidence, how- 
ever, of concerted action, ana the subsequent 
action showed that there was no bargain. 
The Blaine men probably expected that 
the favor would be returned by the _ Ed- 
munds men voting to continue Tom Platt 
on the National Committee, but instead of doing 
that the Edmunds men joined the Arthur dele- 
gates and elected John D. Lawson in Platt’s 

lace. The vote on this combination stood 34 for 

wson, 23 for Platt. and 9 for Attorney-General 
Russell. The Arthur delegates also elected their 
man to represent the delegation on the Com- 
mittee on Kesolutions. The various ballots dur- 
ing the session showed the Blaine strength in 
the delegation to be from 23 to 25; the Arthur 
strength from 33 to 36, and the Edmunds strength 
13. To sum up the work of the meeting, the Ar- 
thur men elected Lawson, the member of the 
National Committee, and W. C. Burleigh, a 
member of the Committee on Permanent Organ- 
ization. The Edmunds men elected George Will- 
iam Curtis as Chairman of the delegation, and E. 
S. Hobbs on the Committee on Credentials. The 
Blaine men elected Sheard as Secretary of the 
delegation and Thomas Cornell as one of the 
Vice-Presidents of the convention. ‘The Arthur 
men claim that be 4 got the lion’s share and are 
correspondingly jubilant. 

A Massachusetts delegate, in speaking of can- 
didates, — promptly announced that Bob 
Lincoln would receive a rousing majority in the 
old Bay State. A great deal of talk of Lincoln 
was heard among men who were quietly discuss- 
ing dark horses in the corridors. Inquiries 
among the delegates west of the Mississipvi 
River, especially, disclosed a very warm feeling 
for Secretary Lincoln, and the remark was fre- 
quently made that he would unite the party and 
give the canvass more enthusiasm than any oth- 
er dark horse who could be named. 

The President’s New-York * boys’ have not 
yet taken off their coats for Mr. Arthur. On the 
contrary, they appear to be attracted by the 
glare and glitter of the Blaine canvass. Their 
course is not that of ardent sympathizers with 
Arthur’s boom. This is so clearly visible as to 
cause remarks. One of them, who is under 
many obligations to the Administration for pat- 
ronage, says positively that when the break 
comes, as come he firmly believes it will, at least 
adozen of the * boys” will be found marshaled 
under the banners of the Plumed Knight.

SEATS. 

Cuicaco, June 2.—The National Com- 
mittee resumed its session at 12:15 this after- 
noon. Joseph E. Lee appeared as proxy 
for William W. Hicks, of Florida. The sub- 
committee, throngh Horace Davis, Chair- 
man, to which was referred the case of the con- 
tending delegation from the First Georgia Dis- 


trict made its report. The report declares that 
the committee considered only the proceedings 
in the District Convention as bearing on the 
prima facie case of the contestants, and did not 
xo into the merits of the split before that 
convention, They find the proceedings of that 
convention of an irregular and_ turbulent 
character, with very conflicting evidence as to 
its merits, but the committee deemed, on the 
whole, that the prima facie case was with Aiex- 
ander N. Wilson and Lauris Blue and their al- 
ternates, Mr. Deveaux moved as an amendment 
that the matter be referred to the Committee on 
Credentials, and that no names be placed upon 
the rolis, which was lost. Mr. Deveaux then 
moved as asubstitute that the names of John- 
son and Green be —— upon the rolls. This 
was also defeated. The report of the committee 
wus then adopted. 

Senator Jones reported in the matter of the 
First Alabama District in favor of Messrs. 
Slaughter and Treat. The report was adopted 
without debate. 

Senator Platt reported in the contest in the 
Twenty-second Pennsylvania District, putting 
upon the rolls Messrs. Magee and Flynn. The 
report was adopted without debate. 

With respect to the contest in the Twenty-first 
District of Pennsylvania, the committee recom- 
mended that neither Mr. Sayres nor Mr. Wentling 
be placed on the rolls. This would leave Mr. 
West as the only delegate from the district whose 
seat is not contested. The committee reported 
that neither Sayres nor Wentling had been regu- 
larly elected. Senator Jones asked if the com- 
mittee intended to disfranchise the district. Mr. 
Magee thought, as tbe Presidential preferences 
of the two contestants were thesame, both should 
be admitted and be given half a vote each. A 
vote was taken upon the report of the committee 
and it was adopted. 

Mr. Runnells, of Towa, in the matter of the 
Sixth New-York District, reported in favor of 
Jobn J. O’Brien and John H. Brady, and the re- 
port was adopted. In the matter of the Nine- 
teenth New-York District, the committee re- 

orted in favor of George Campbell and Hiram 

sriggs,and that their names should be placed 
upon the rolls. Adopted. 

intbe matter of the Fifth Kentucky District 
the committee reported in favorof admitting 
Silas F. Miller and John Mason Brown. Adopted. 
The same action was taken in favor of Edward 
Farley and P. C. Bragg, of the First Kentucky 
District. 

In the matter of the Second Illinois District, 
Senator Aldrich subntitted a majority report in 
favor of admitting W. 8. Powelly and W. E. 
Kent. Mr. Boutelle, of Maine, submitted a 
minority report in tavor of W. H. Ruger. Mr. 
Cook, of Llinois, moved us a substitute that the 
names of Ruyer and Piper be inserted instead of 
the names reported by the majority of the com- 
mittee. Mr. Boutelle supplemented his recom- 
mendation with a long written report giving 
his version of the contest. The contest grew 
out of the Lie peer of the Congressional 
districts, by which certain members of the dis- 
trict committee became residents of another dis- 
trict, but joined in the call for primaries, which 
resulted in the election of the persons recom- 
mended in the majority report. he contestants 
were chosen by a convention called by the dis- 
trict committee which claimed to have been 
regularly elected by the popular vote. The sub- 
stitute was adopted by a vote of 22 to 20. A vote 
was then ordered upon the report of the com- 
mittee as amended, the substitute being regarded 
as in the form of an amendment, and it was 
adopted by a vote of 23 to 19.

WASHINGTON. June 2.—Dispatches re- 
ceived here this evening, declaring that the 
Arthur managers at Chicago had given up hope 
and were striving to turn their men over to 
Postmaster-General Gresham, have excited more 
interest than any convention news hitherto re- 
ceived from the West. It is generally believed 
to be true, and the stay-at-home politicians are 
now trying to guess whether or not cnough 
of the Arthur votes can be delivered to 
secure Gresham’s nomination. Opinions differ 


widely on this point, but the Blaine men declare 
that any attempt to transfer the Arthur votes 
will fail, because very mary of the President’s 
nominal! delegates are only waiting for a favora- 
ble moment to throw their ballots for the Man 
from Maine, who better represents their peculiar 
notions of what a President should be than either 
of the men favored by the Independents. 

The President’s friends,who seem to be steadily 
falling off in number, deny that be is out of the 
race, but assert that Gresham could poll most of 
the Artbur votes if it was thought advisable.

WARD DINES AT DELMONICO’S. 


AND GIVES DEPUTY WARDEN EIERNAN a 
BAD SCARE. 

Mr. Ferdinand Ward rose and break- 
fasted early yesterday morning, and at 9 o’clock 
emerged from the Ludlow-Street Jail dressed in 
a light Spring suit and a tall black hat. He 
was accompanied by Deputy Warden Kiernan. 
The two men walked briskly along Grand-street 
to Broadway and down the busy thoroughfare 
to the office of Lawyer Stillman. Here Mr. 
Ward remained in consuitation with his 
lawyers until 10 o’clock, when he with the 


Deputy Warden went over to De!lmonico’s down- 
town restaurant and enjoyed a substantial dinner. 

After this the Deputy took bis prisoner to the 
County Court-housé and transferred him into 
the hands of Sheriff Davidson. About 4:30 
o’clock Mr. Ward was seen to emerge trom Law- 
yer Stillman’s office by two men, accompanied, 
as they thought, by Deputy Sberiff Brown. The 
two went to Grant & Ward’s office. Ward had 
not returned to the jail up to 1 o’clock this 
moruing, and at that hour Deputy Warden Kier- 
nan, instead of retiring as usual, remained on the 
outside of the jail. @ was decidedly nervous. 
“ This hasn't happened before,” said he, * since 
Boss Tweed’s time.” 

At this time the excitement around the jail 
began to increase. The supposition that Ward 
had gone to the theatre was abandoned, 
and rumors of his escape began float- 
ing around. At 1 o'clock this mornipg 
Deputy Warden Kiernan was stiil pacing 
in front of the jail. He was seriousiy 
alarmed, “{t has been the custom heretofore 
for the Sheriff always tosend me word when he 
has a prisoner out oF the jail,’ he said, ** Lbaven’t 
heard a word from him, andI don’t understand 
itall. This thing has never occurred before, and 
I’m worried almost to death. Ishali stay up here 
all night. lam afraid that Ward has escaped.” 
At 1:200’clock a hack drove up and Ward and 
Warden Dowling got out and walked to the jail 
door. A reporter foliowed them, but the keeper 
refused to admit him to the jail. 

*“Where has Mr. Ward been?” asked the re- 
porter. 

**He has been with me all night.” answered 
Warden Dowling, and no more questions were 
answered.

A MURDER BROUGHT TO LIGHT. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 2.—Information 
was received here at a late hour to-night of the 
arrest in Montgomery County of a man named

ENO FREE A SHORT TIME]

DISCHARGED BY THE JUDGE AND 
REARRESTED. 

THE WARRANT ON WHICH HE WAS TAKEN 
INTO CUSTODY HELD TO BE DEFECTIVE 
—ANOTHER ONE FINALLY SERVED. 

QurBeEc, June 2,.—Considerable excite- 
ment exists here with reference to the case of 
Jobn C. Eno, the defauiting President of the 
Second National Bank, and the legal proceedings 
in his case were watched to-day with intense in- 
terest. This morning was fixed for argument on 
the habeas corpus proceeding. At 11 o'clock 
Judge Tessier took his seat on the bench, and the 
prisoner; came into court accompanied by Mr. 
Gale, the High Constable. 

There was a large array of jegal talent on both 
J. Dunbar, Q. C., opened on behalf of the’ 
and asked for his liberation, prin- 
on the eround of the informal- 
ity and the illegality of the warrant 
which had been issued for his arrest. 


In support of his pretension he asked to read the 
sworn deposition of bis client, denying the High 
Constable's report that he arrested and held Eno 
asa Marshal. This was objected to by the prose- 
cution, but permitted by the Judge. The affi- 
davit is as follows: 

“T, John C. Eno, make oath and say as follows: 
I was on board the steam-ship Vancouver in the 
harbor of Quebec on Friday evening last in com- 
pany with a friend of mine when ! was in- 
formed by Adolph Bissonette and John 
Fahey, to whom the writ of habeas corpus 
in this cause has been directed, that they had 
a warrant for my apprehension. I asked 
to see such warrant, and, having been 
shown the same, it appeared to have 
been issued at Montreal for the ar- 
rest of Charles A. mix Joseph Mc- 
Closkey. Joseph Bouton, C. T. Marshall, and an- 
other party whose name I do not remember, on 
the charge of having brought into Canada 
money stolen in the city of New-York, in the 
United States of America. I informed the said 
constables that my name was not in the said war- 
rant, whereupon the said Fahey replied that 
I was their prisoner, and that they must search 
my personand baggage, which they proeeeded 
to do, but did not find in my possession any 
stolen money or oe tee On looking over my 
braggage, pocket-books, or papers they discovered 
my name, and said, ‘So you are John C. Eno,’ to 
which I answered yes. ee 

*Fahey then said, ‘I am convinced this is Mr. 
Eno, and he isnot the man we are after.’ The 
officers then withdrew fora short time, and when 
they returned Mr. Bissonetti said: ‘Gentlemen, 
neither of you is the man we are Jooking for and 
against whom the warrants areissued. Weare 
sorry to have caused you so much annoyance, 
and you may continue your journey.’ ; 

“The next morning,'the 31st of May last, Bisso- 
nette and Fahey returned on board the steamship. 
About 90’clock the former said he was obliged 
to rearrest me. Having asked him upon what au- 
thority, he produced a telegram from New-York 
and took me into custody. Inleaving the steam- 
ship, he showed the warrant already mentioned 
to the Captain, and stated it was under it that I 
was taken on shore. Thesaid warrant was not 
indorsed by the Judge of the Sessions at Quebec 
until some hours after I had been arrested. 

Messrs. Amyst, member of Parliament, and 
Pelletier appeared for the Crown, and op- 
posed the prisoner’s. release, leaving to 
the private prosecution the _ resposibili- 
ty of arguing the same. Prisoner’s coun- 
sel, in the support of the application for 
his liberation, contended that the guilty knowl- 
edge of money being stolen. which was necgs- 
sary to make its being brought into Canada 
a crime, was wanting iu the warrant; a'so 
that tne name of Eno was not mentioned 
init atall, althoughit was admitted that the 
prisoner was Eno. They contended there 
was an idea of prolonging these ficti- 
cious proceedings by private prosecution, 
and particularly by private detectives, till 
other proceedings could be taken. There was no 
doubt that a new warrant was ready, and 
if such irregular proceedings were al- 
lowed as the present arrest and _ deten- 
tion, the next thing heard might be that the 
»srisoner had been kidnaped across the American 
oundary. Such things had been heard of be- 

fore, and might be ugain. If the prisoner 
had to be detained he could be tried in Que- 
bec as well as elsewhere. The alleged want of 
venue in the warrant was also dwelt upon 
and much was made of the high-handed deten- 
_ tion of a person claiming the protection of the 
British fiag. In answer to a question whether 
the public prosecutors would be any to pro- 
ceed in this district if the prisoner was held here, 
instead of being released or allowed to be taken 
to Montreal. Mr. Peilitier, on behalf of the Crown, 
said he thought if the prisoner was to be tried, 
this was the proper piace for trial, and not 
Montreal. The private prosecution, repre- 
sented by Davidson &Fitzpatrick, urged 
that the petition for the habeas corpus 
did not allege the usual reasons for liberation. 
The prisoner had not sworn that he was innocent 
of the offense alleged in the warrant, nor 
that he had not used any of the aliases 
mentioned. On the contrary, he was 
known under the alias of Marshall, and was ar- 
rested in consequence of that name appearing 
in the warrant. They complained also of 
his apparent unwillingness to go to Mon- 
treal, where the Court of Queen’s Bench 
Was now sitting, and prove his innocence 
before a jury, and claimed that the slight infor- 
mality in the warrant did not vitiate it, as an ar- 
rest was only a temporary step_in legal 
procedure. If the power of the High Con- 
stable and the Montreal Magistrate had not 
been interfered with Saturday, Eno could 
have been before the court in Montreal proving 
his innocence to-day. The Judge finally ad- 
journed the court for a few hours in order 
to have time to consider the case. When the 
court reopened, the Judge recapitulated the case 
and the arguments of counsel, and declared 
that. the warrant was so fatally defective 
that be had to discharge the prisoner. 
Bissonnette, the constable who made the arrest, 
then exhibited another warrant for Eno’s arrest, 
and attempted to put it in the Judge’s hands. 
The Judge threatened him with punishment for 
contempt if he dared to execute it in the pres- 
ence of the court. 

The constable finally executed the warrant 
outside of the court and brought the prisoner 
before Judge Chauveau who handed him over to 
High Constable Gale. The validity of the second 
arrest comes up to-morrow; meanwhile Eno still 
‘emains at the 8t. Louis Hotel.

Mr. Leon V. Gallagher, who is a friend of 
Father Ducey, as wellas a member of his congre- 
gation, said yesterday to a TrmEs reporter that 
he was very contident Father Ducey had done 
nothing to compromise himself in connection 
with Mr. Eno. The idea of his receiving any 
money from Eno, Mr. Gallagher said, was pre- 
posterous. ** Why,” continued he, ** Father Ducey 
has all the money he wants, and if he wanted 
any more he has ponte of friends who would 
give it to him on the slightest intimation. When 
Father Ducey returns he will explain bis actions 
satisfactorily. [t has been suggested that Father 
Ducey accompanied Mr. Eno in his flight at the 
request of the Jatter’s friends, to prevent him 
from committing suicide or doing anything rash. 
That seems not improbable.” 

lt has been stated that Mrs. Eno had gone to 
Juebec to join her husband. This was denied 
last night by a member of the family. 

Gen. Foster, who has charge of the criminal 
branch of the United States District Attorney's 
‘office, said late in the afternoon that no action 
eeainst Father Ducey for obstructing the serv- 
ing of the warrant against Eno could be taken 
for the reason that the law was intended to cover 
only violence or the use of force in hindering the 
work of a Government officer. Deputy Marshal 
Holmes telegraphed from Quebec yesterday aft- 
ernoon that he would start for Montreal at 5 
o’clock. it is understood that he is waiting for 
orders to feturn to New-York. 

The District Attorney is examining the charges 
against Eno with a view to bringing the case be- 
fore the Grand Jury if possible. If persons can 
be found who have knowledge of a specific of- 
fense committed by Eno upon which his extra- 
dition can be effected the matter will at once be 
laid before the Grand Jury. Upon his indict- 
ment a warrant will be issued for Eno’s arrest by 
\he county authorities.

The constant repetition of the dynamite 
outrages naturally excites the indignation of 
every loyal British subject resident in this coun- 
try, and causes the reflection, as there seems to 
be no law for preventing the hatching of such 
cowardly plots, whether the time has not come 
when we must form an anti-dynamite society 
with the object of circumventing the machina- 
tions of such arch cowards as O’Donovan Rossa 


and his dastardly associates. Whether or not 
he instigated these attacks on life and property 
and engineered such vandalism as the attempt 
to wreck the Nelson monument I do not know, 
but he has boasted of his foreknowledge of these 
occurrences, and has given out that he was the 
originator of these pilots. He therefore should 
be considered responsible, and if possible pun- 
ished according to his deserts. 

Uniess some steps are taken to put a mp to 
this cowardly ‘assassination there is no telling 
what the English people may do when aroused 
4oa condition of fear and frenzy. They may 
treat the Irish as the negroes were treated here 
during the war riots. Then the innocent will 
have to suffer with the guilty; just as innocent 
women and children always have been sacrificed 
when arbitrary deeds of violence have been com- 
mitted and the reprisals of the authorities ensue.

WOOLEN MILL BURNED. 

WoRCESTER, Mass., June 2.—Fire broke 
out at 3 o’clock this morning in the four sett 
woolen millin South Barre known as the Ware 
River Mills, and gained such headway 
before assistance arrived that the en- 
tire property was destroyed. The main 
building was of wood, 200 feet long 
and 75feet wide. The machine shop was 50 feet 
by 25, and the store-house and dry-house were 
both large buildings. The mill was built six 


years ago, and was known as the Denny Mill. 
It has been run during the past year 
by a Boston company, with J. E. Crossley as the 
resident agent. bout 75 bands were employed. 
The fire was discovered in the upper story of the 
main building and about the gate, so that it was 
impossible to let the water on the wheel.

ROSS BEATS SORAKICHI. 


—_—--—~ - 
THE CLEVELAND WRESTLER TOO MUCH FOR 
THE ‘‘ JAP” AT HIS OWN STYLE. 

Dunean C. Ross, of Cleveland, and the 
Japanese wrestler, Matsada Sorakichi, wrestled 
in .rving Hall last night in the presence of about 
600 spectators and an atmosphere reeking with 
emoke. toss was to receive one-third of the re- 
ceipts whether he won or not, and a purse of $500 
if he was victorious. The conditions were two 
fails, catch as catch can, and three in the Japa- 
nese style. Ross won three out of the first four 
fallsand the match, after a struggle which was 


very hard in the beginning, and in which proba. * 


bly his superior weight and size haa much to do 


with his winning. The men appeared on the 
stage at 9 o'clock. Capt. Daly. the wrestler, was 
umpire for Ross, W. E. Harding for the Japa- 
nese, and Edward Manahan was referee. 

When time was called and the two men faced 
each other it looked as if the Japanese ought to 
be a child in Ross’s hands, but such did not prove 
to be the case. Twice they clasped each other 
and stroveand twisted fora considerable time, 
and twice brokeaway, When they finished, Ross 
was on his kneesand the Japanese on his feet. 
They closed again and again broke away. A 
moment aiter they next graspcd each other both 
of them were on their backs like flashes, but not 
in a position to make a fall. After another strug- 
gie and another break, Koss lifted the Japanese 
clear off his feet. and threw him on his head, but 
it was no fall. Like a cat, Sorakichi was up 
again and at his man. Inashort struggle Ross 
lost his shoe and the men stopped. 

Sorakichi swallowed a mouthful of water and 
was rubbed off. When, the men clasped each 
other again Ross pulled Sorakichi fairly over on 
his back, but before he could forcea hip down 
the Japanese squirmed over on hisface. Then 
Ross got Sorakichi’s arms behind his back and 
was turning him over when he again twisted out. 
Then a big struggle followed und Sorakichi, in 
twisting, went clear over on his back. Daly 
claimed a fall, but it was not allowed. 

Then Ross seized the little man and tossed him 
like a ball to the corner of the stage, where he 
knocked over a man, a chair, and an ice-pitcher, 
smashing the Jast, but landedin a sitting posture, 
When he regained his feet Ross seized him and 
ran him clear off the stage. After another strug- 
gle Ross succeeded in throwing Sorakichi on his 
shoulder, but the powerful little fellow held up 
his hips by main force. Capt. Daly wasso anx- 
jous to claim a fall that] he crowded inon the 
men, and the Japanese suddenly Jet fly a leg and 
kicked him soundly on that part of his anatomy 
made to be kicked. In another moment Ross 
had thrown the Japanese clear over, but he 
landed on his head and knees. When they locked 
again Ross forced the Japanese against the wall 
at the back of the stage on his back, but could 
not get his hips down. Then he turned the 
* Jap” over his shoulder, but the little man land- 
ed ina safe position. Ross tried precisely the same 
thing again immediately, but it was a failure. 

In the next clasp Ross threw Sorakichi on his 
back, and Capt. Daly claimed a foul, but without 
success. They went at it again on all fours and 
the Japanese succeeded in throwing Ross over 
forward, but got no fall. Twice after that Ross 
had the Japanese on his back, but Sorakichi 
twisted over on his face. After a break Ross 
was thrown vy on hisface. Then Scrakichi 
stood him on his head, but he twisted over and 
treated the Japanese similarly. Then Ross got 
Sorakichi on his shoulders, but he held his hips 
up by lew force and sustained Ross’s whole 
weight. After more struggling Koss picked 
Sorakichi up and dashed him on the floor. The 
Japanese was up in a second, and Ross tried it 
again, but failed. Finally,at the very edge of 
the stage, he got an arm behind Sorakichi’s head 
and around in front of his shoulderand the other 
arm twisted in his legs and slowly forced him 
over upon his shoulders and hips, winning the 
first fall in 55 minutes. 

The second fall was Japanese style, and in a 
few seconds the Japanese seized Ross by his right 
leg and threw him on his hands, winning the 
fall. The third fall was catch as catch can 
again. Ross soon had Sorakichi on his back, but 
failed to get a hip down. He forced the Japanese 
to the edge of the stage, when Sorakichi sud- 
denly slid off the platform and ran around to the 
steps. He then threw Ross clear over, but the 
latter landed safely. After failing once more to 
force Sorakichi over on his back, Ross got the 
same hold as he had in the first fall and put his 
man down. Time—S8 minutes. The next fall 
was Japanese style. Ross rushed in quickly and, 
seizing Sorakichi around the neck, by main 
strength forced his head down on the stage, win- 
ning the fall and the match.

BIGHT 1CE-HOUSES BURNED. 

George Keller’s eight Bronx River Ice 
Company's ice-houses, at Main-street and the 
Bronx River, covered an area 328 by 182 feet. 
They were each more than 60 feet high, the walls 
being of timber on brick foundationsand double, 
so as to permit solid packing with tan-bark and 
sawdust. Stored in them on Sunday were 27,000 
tons of ice covered witha thick layerof salt 
hay. Keller's house and a stable were near the 
ice-houses. At 10:15 o’clock at night Mrs. Keller 
saw one of the houses in the centre burning. Her 
son John released 36 horses in the stable, while a 
man ran nearly a quarter of a mile to the quar- 
ters of Engine Company No. 45 to give an alarm. 
When the engine arrived the fire had spread to 
all the ice-houses, and a second alarm and spe- 
cial calls brought in all eight engines and two 
truck companies. The fire burned until past 4 
o'clock yesterday morning, when the upper part 
of the ice-houses was destroyed, much of the ice 
was melted, the dwelling was damaged, and the 
roof of the stable was burned. Keller is insured 
for $18,000. He estimates his loss at from $60.000 
to $65,000. It is supposed that the fire was started 
by spontaneous combustion in the sawdust 
packing.

DR. RUSSELL ON GEN. VON KOTZEBUE. 
Letter from Dr. Russell to the Editor of the Lon- 
don Times, 

The death of Gen. von Kotzebue, men- 
tioned in a line of a telegraphic dispatch, re- 
moves one of the few remaining Generals on 
either side who were at one time foremost in the 
great contest between Russia and the allied 
powers in the Crimea. Throughout the siege 
von Kotzebue, as Chief of the Staff, displayed 
remarkable intelligence, perseverance, and cour- 
age, and all the relations between him and the 
allied officers with reference to the exchange of 
prisoners and arrangements respecting armis- 
tices and flags of truce for the burial ‘of 
the dead were characterized by exceed- 


ing courtesy, the stateliness of which did 
not at all detract from its sincerity. It was he 
who mainly carried out the masterly details of 
the final retreat of the Russians and the aban- 
donment of the south side, under the very eyes 
of the victorious allies, across an arm of the sea 
—one of the most difficult operations of war— 
the merit of which was principally ascribed to 
his superior, von Gortschakoff, at that time Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Russian Armies in the 
Crimea, the account and description of which in 
the Zimes the latter carried about with him to 
the day of his death. When the Prince of Wales 
visited the Crimea, it fell to Gen. von Kotzebue's 
lot to receive him at Sebastopol, and to conduct 
his Royal Highness over the scenes made 
memorable in the great siege; and it was 
upon that occasion he informed his —— 
Highness, who referred to the value 
of the revelations made by the London press con- 
cerning the state of the army to the Russians, 
that there was no foundation whatever for sup- 
posing that the Russians waited for news from 
London, “because,” said he, ‘we knew every- 
thing that was passing within the oump in front 
of us, although we were not always able to take 
ndvantage of it.’ There was no nore warm ad- 
mirer of English institutions and literature, no 
soldier more willing to confess their valor on the 
| field, than Geri. yon Kotzebue, and his adminis- 
, tration in Poland, to which he was removed from 
| the charge of Southern Russia, was character- 
ized by a benevolent despotism gn contrast with

JUDIC’S HUSBAND, D'ENNERY'S 

HOME, AND MEISSONIER'S ART. 

MME. D’ENNERY’S COLLECTION OF CHIMERAS 
—SOME STAGE AFFAIRS—ARRANGE- 
MENTS FOR THE MEISSONIER EXHIBITION, 

PaRIs, May 12.—M. Judic died a few 
days ago at Monte Carlo, after a severe ill- 
ness of some months. Mme. Judic took 
her eldest son, George, @ lad of about 14 or 
15 years, and went down to Nice by the 
night train, and the YVariétés Theatre was 
closea in consequence of the departure of 
the diva. The death of the husband of an 
artist rarely excites much interest in the 
public mind, but M. Judic was no ordinary 
man. Without entering upon the private 
history of the couple, which, however 
legendary in Paris, would not conoern 
your readers, Ican safely state that the 
reappearance of Judic next Fall will bea 
veritable début, Mme. Judic, without her 
husband, could never have held her pres- 
ent enviable ‘position, either pecun- 
iarily or artistically. When, years ago, 
the lady was classed only as a 
fourth or fifth rate soubrette at the 
Gymnase, her husband was a clerk, with a 
hard-earned salary of $60 a month. Ow- 
ing to his energy, perseverance, and tal- 
ent, Mme. Judic left comedy for the café 
chantant. Her songs—with their charming 
and varied intonations, their inimitable 
sous-entendu, and their beauty of diction— 
were the work of her husband. He taught 
them to her note by note, playing: the 
melody on the piano. The same study was 
continued for the more ambitious operatic 
scores. So says the chronique du jour, and 
great curiosity is now manifested to hear 
how the singer will find her way nowin the 
technicalities of a new rodle. She will, I 
think, disappoint ber many rivals entirely 
to her own advantage, All the past study 
will bear its fruit, and it is not probable 
that Judic has been singing over 15 years 
without learning something of her profes- 
sion, and without cultivating self-reliance, 

Apropos of Sargent’s portrait of Mme, 
Gautrau in the Salon. In response to ad- 
verse criticism the artist is said to reply 
that he had only 108 sittings, which were 
quite insufficient nyremtane the porcelain 
complexion of the so-called beauty. Sar- 
gent’s master, Carolus Duran, never per- 
mits what is styled a sitting. He obliges 
his models to chat, laugh, walk, read, or 
write; in short, he compels them to feel and 
to be at home, and while he sees them quite 
in their home-spun expression and off their 
— he paints in rapidly and boldly the 

appiest outline that his own intellect can 
see or his imagination picture. Jacquet 
‘sees pretty,’’ as he expressesit. He cer- 
tainly has inimitable facility for idealizing 
the most strongly marked countenances, 
and for coloring their contour with artistic 
semblance of reality. Sargent’s friends 
say that if he takes time so did Leonardo 
da Vinci, who was eight years painting the 
Joconde, but then he made a inasterpiece, 
enjoying a world-wide reputation. 

Who has not cried over the ‘*Two Or- 
phans?” There is no city where the hu- 
man heart has not been worked upon b 
the thrilling emotions of d’Ennery’s well- 
known drama. To count the theatrical 
baggage of the author would be almost an 
endless task. It might not be quite safe to 
say that his fingers are in every pie, yet 
the assertion would not be entirely wild. 
Few living men have accomplished so 
much work and of such varied nature. At 
his present age of sixty-odd d’Ennery — 
resents the most prodigious success. is 
large fortune has been made solely from 
brain-work, and there seems to be 
no end either to his versatility or to 
his inventiveness. A few evenings since 
I dined at the hospitable board of 
Mme. d’Ennery, and was allowed a 
quiet glimpse at the artistic marvels of 
her hotel, situated in the Avenue du Bois 
de Boulogne, Every one able to doso in 
Paris must, out of self-respect, have one 
absorbing collection mania. It com- 
mences in childhood with tops, marbles, 
or postage stamps, and ends in paintings, 
curios, and bric-a-brac. Thecraze of Mme 
d’Ennery is the original one of chimeras. 
The number already in her possession 
amount in the vatalogue to some eighteen 
hundred, and satiety has not yet unfolded 
the wearisomeness of absolute gratifica- 
tion. Every day—for the lady possesses 
full knowledge as to the whereabouts of 
her coveted treasures, and any one familiar 
with Paris knows that money is the open 
sesame to the wildest desires—a sum vary- 
ing from 600f. to 800f. is expended in the 

urchase of the fabled monsters. This 

xed amount, by the way, is entirely 
typical of a French characteristio—always 
to define and limit the expenditure for 
any so purpose. Mme. d’Ennery be- 
gan the famous collection at her home in 
Antibes, a residence visited by tourists 
with profit and pleasure. The different 
specimens are inciosed in glass cases made 
by the artist Liévre from Louis XIV. 
models, and they are perfect gems of taste 
and accuracy. Although the chimeras are 
enshrined here as becomes their grandeur, 
they are still allowed to roam at large 
through the extensive hotel. The gallery, 
however, is their fitting standpoint, and 
the sanctuary is decorated in peculiar 
fashion, so as to present the gods that be 
without distraction. A peculiarity rare in 
these days of picture mania is the entire ab- 
sence in the hotel of paintings of any kind. 
The walls are covered with panels repre- 
senting tropical flowers and birds in the 
old-fashioned cross-stitch worsted work, 

The chamber of Mme. d’Ennery, large 
in its proportions, leads off the gallery. 
Marble columns divide the room in two 

arts. The furniture and hangings are of 

ight blue Louis XV. brocade, The onl 
wood-work about the bed are the two gild- 
ed chimeras which hold up the foot, the 
top being draped like a tent and surmount- 
ed by a majestic tuft of white ostrich 
feathers. It will be remembered that in 
the days of royalty only the ‘crowned 
heads were allowed es of plumes. 
Between the marble columns heavy bro- 
cade curtains are made to drop at will oY 
the pressure of a tiny button in the wall. 
On the ground floor of the hotel are three 
parlors which are never used. Salons are 
now left for the plebeian upstarts—one 
must have either a hall or a gallery, og 
else remain outside the pale of the ultra 
perfection of zestheticism. The sanctuary 
of the lord and master resembles very 
closely a monkish cloister. Simplicit 
therein reigns supreme, with dark tints 
and quiet reserve for the guiding spirit. 
The personal appearance of M. d’Ennery is 
not remarkable. His white hair sur- 
mounts curiously closed eyes, the lids be- 
ing apparently rebellious to close scrutiny 
until the animation of argumentative con- 
troversy forces their phlegmatic repose 
into action and life. Mme. d’Ennery was 
once considered a great beauty, but recent 
years have played her the trick so com- 
mon nowadays in lending more corpulent 
outline to her figure. 

A new measure is under consideration at 
the Théftre Francais. Owing to the re- 
newal of Mme. Broisat’s membership for a 
period of 10 years, the question was agi- 
tated as to whether at that time the lady 
would be still youthful enough to play the 
role of grande coquette, the position for 
which she is engaged. A gracefully word- 
ed letter from the artist gave the first in- 
formation to the public. 
asks to continue her present emploi only 
for the term of five years more; at the end 
of that time it must be decided by the 
committee whether the lady is sufficiently 
bewitching, physically speaking, to retain 
her peculiar line of delineation, or whether 
a graver style should then be more be- 
coming. This incident may Ea Nya many 
changes in the personnel of the Comédie, 
for there are many actresses at the place 
who would suddenly find themselves 

laced on the lower benches, and in several 
nstances changes would bea benefit to the 
public, Mme. Broisat isa charming actress, 
with no great force, but with an individual 
personality and a certain sweetness of 
countenance that have won for her much 
favor, and her modest action in this mat- 
ter—momentous to s0 many of her com- 
gh worthy the utmost commenda- 

on. 

Another sensational item of news disturb- 
ing to Parisian habits of life is the termi- 
nation of the Pasdeloup concerts.

ity of the famous leader himself, and the 
unfortunate financial results of his enter- 
rise, all will combine to render the break- 

ng-up of this institution painful. M. 
Pasdeloup isan old man of Summers. 
I say old man intentionally, for there are 
young men of that age. Fifty-five years 
of consecutive unusual devotion and labor 
are certainly sufficient te insure to an art- 
ist not only the palms of glory, but also 
some of the necessary spoils of life, in 
the shape of hard coin. The palms 
amount to collective perfection in the 
history of M. Pasdeloup; but his ca- 
reer ends even without pretense to 
pecuniary ease. It must not be inferred 
that the concerts populaires have been a 
failure. Quite to the contrary, they have 
not only been successful financially, but 
also ar weer om fi for they have created a 
public greedy for classical interpretations, 
and they have caused, unfortunately for 
M. Pasdeloup. a score of rival institutions. 
The share of remuneration received by the 
artist has been expended to protect the 
Society for Young Artists, and to pay off 
the debt of the Théatre Lyrique, of which 
Pasdeloup was once director. One of his 
pupils, M. Colonne, has undertaken the or- 
ganization of a monster representation for 
the benefit of the veteran director. It will 
take place on the 3lst, at the Trocadéro. 
The most eminent artists have volunteered, 
and the result will doubtless serve to gild 
the bitter pill of retreat, always cruel, 
however honorable. 

The greatest possible interest is felt in 
the coming Meissonnier exhibition. The 
oroceeds are to be devoted to the Asile de 

uit, a charity in which all Paris joins in 
giving constantly and liberally. This pur- 
pose sets aside at once any malicious sup- 
position as to the profits being for the ben- 
efit either of the great artist or of his busi- 
ness agent. It places the exhibit upon the 
benevolent and instructive footing of a 
ublic kindness, to which the chef de 
’école Frangaise generously lends his name 
and the work of his life-time. On the 2Ist 
the President, M. Grévy, and the influen- 
tial members of the press will be admitted 
to the exhibition. On the 22d what 
is called a private view will be offered to 
those who can afford to pay 10f. for 
this privilege. Every Friday the pschutt 
must pay 5f., while from the ; inst.., 
on other days the ordinary mortal can get 
an entrance for 20 cents. There will be 
about 100 paintings. Queen Victoria has 
already sent over the celebrated canvas 
called the ‘‘Rixe,’’ which Napoleon III. 
gave her in 1855. Richard Wallace gives his 
entire collection. M. Secretan—of whose 
gallery, I gave you this Winter an extended 
description—sends 41 Meissoniers, repre- 
senting a sum of over 3,000,000f. M. de la 
Haute offers the painting styled 4814. 
Mr. Vanderbilt would have given 1807— 
had not the question of uty inter- 
posed. Besides the paintings, engrav- 
ings of the other absent works of 
the artist will give the art-lover an entire 
conception of the life-study of Meisso- 
nier, who also sends, as far as possible, the 
creative sketches of these master pieces. 
The invitations to the press are sent per- 
sonally by the artist himself, who will also 
receive his guests, and every effort is to be 
made to make the first day a unanimous 
tribute to the painter’s generous abnega- 
tion. It may be premature to surmise— 
although M. Meissonier now ranks higher 
in the Legion of Honor than any 
other living artist—that he will be 
given, and deservedly so, the supreme 
limit of the decoration of the order 
at the close of this exhibit. M. Secretan, 
it is rumored, wishes tosell 11 works by this 
chef d’école. The sale is to be accomplished, 
if possible, without attracting public at- 
tention. Naturally enough the secret has 
to a measure become known. Not only 
have the principal picture merchants now 
in Paris been duly apprised of the forced 
desire of the owner to sell, but no less a 
ersonage than the Prince of Wales has 
seen informed that such treasures were 
available, for coin. The Prince, dit-on, de- 
sires to purchase the paintings for some 
English museum, but he, like ordinary 
mortals, must first negotiate a loan, as 
11 Meissoniers are not to be picked up for 
loose change. Meanwhile any willing mill- 
ionaire has a rare chance either to add 
to or to begin a collection.

GEN, GRANT. 


From the Chicago Inter Ocean, 

These boys of his who have just been 
carried down in Wall-street were shrinking little 
fellows then, as quiet and modest as their father. 
I remember one occasion when Grant stood for 
hours facing in a bashful, embarrassed way a 
passing crowd of 50,000 people. The boys, Jesse 
and Ulysses, stood in the balcony with him, but 
soon they settled down to play at the General’s 
feet. For want of something better todo they 
proceeded to tie the General’s legs té the up- 
rights of the balcony railing and worked away 


absorbed and earnest, heeding neither the crowd 
below nor the smilies of the distinguished peopie 
about them. All this time Grant was so absorbed 
that he didn’t notice what the boys were doing. 
When at last his attention was called to the mat- 
terhe directed the enterprising youngsters to 
untie him without a shade of impatience or an- 
noyance in his voice or manner. 

At that time, andin all that era of his life, 
Grant made no speeches, and spoke only in a 
monosyllable way in response to the heartiest 
and most effusive greetings. Butas quiet as he 
wasand as unresponsive as he seemed, he was 
often touched and moved by little incidents. 
Once I remember a poorly dressed little girl 
pressed through the line of Governors and Major 
and Brigadier Generals tormed-about Grant to 
om Fs the crowa intent on handshaking, and 
waiking to the comwiander of the armies, began 
a search for his hands. These were in his leer 
and satisfying herself on this point, the little 
girl took his right nand out, gave it a little 
carees, and then put it down as she would tuck a 
little bird in a nest. The General watched her 
with a surprised, amused look, and as she was 
about to slip away stooped and kissed her. There 
came to the girl’s face such a glorified expression 
that the General's eyes were a littie dewy as he 
turned to speak to the gentlemen awaiting in- 
troduction. Another time, after he had shaken 
hands for four hours with a crowd passing him 
in four ranks, the reception committee placed 
him three or four steps upa side stairway so the 
crowd could not reach him. But scarcely had 
the arrangement been made when the schoolgirls 
came in athousand strong. When they learned 
they couldn’t shake hands their disappoint- 
ment knew no bounds. One little miss stopped 
under the General, and holding up her hand, 
looked at him so Jongingly that Grant, saying, 
“T oan never stand that,” stepped down, and, 
ory | hands with the gir], precipitated a whirl- 
wind of girls, as it were. They broke ranks, 
broke through the guards, broke over regula- 
tions, and stormed about the General! with eager. 
upturned faces, and for half an hour the com- 
mittee on order of exercises was stampeded. 

“I swung round the circle with Johnson and 
his Cabieet,” said a well-known army officer. “and 
while I had a dozen reasons for disliking Grant, 
there was one feature of his character illustrated 
in that tour that made every one like him.

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SCENES RESTORED AT POMPEII 
a : 
Naples Letter to the London Daily News. 

Through the kindness of Prince d’Abro, 
an eminent artist,and one of the most active 
members of the Executive Committee, fon the 
festival,] Il was enabled to accompany the com- 
mission on a visit of inspection. The Duke o4 
San Donato, the chief promoter of the festival, 
received me with great courtesy, and afforded 
me all facilities for seeing as much as possible, 
The commission, composed of noblemen, Pro- 
fessors, and artists, first went to inspect a winc- 
shop. Ceiling and walls, of course on canvas, 
are painted in the light and graceful Pompeiian 
styie, and the old original counter or marble 
table will be covered with all the vessels and 
ladies, &c., anciently used for serving wine, care- 
tully copied from modeisin the Museum. Am- 
phoree full of the wino uf the country will fill 
the shop, and more substantiul refreshments will 
also be provided, Of course the host and 
his assistants will be dressed in the classic 
costumes. The front of the house has the 
semblance of the ancient stucco. The 
original small grated window over the front ef 
the shop is left intact, and the shutters whicn 
closed the place at night are copied from the 
well-known models in the small museum at 
Pompeii. This restored wine shop is in the Via 
della Fortuna, on your left handas you issue 
from the end of the forum next Vesuvius. It 


struck me that the-shop looked now much 
largerthan when it was open to the air, and no 
doubt the whole of the apparently very small 
roomsin Pompeii would reveal their rea! size if 
restored. As it is prohibited to remove a stone, 
dig a hole, or drive a stone into any of the ruins, 
there is great expense and difficulty in restoring 
any building, and the one I am speaking of is 
literally a shell, which surrounds and covers the 
actual ancient walls, but is neither fastened to 
them nor to the ground, but only rests upon the 
latter. One other wine shop is restored in the 
Via dell’ Abbondanza, so that the two streets 
through which processions will pass are pro- 
vided with a place of refreshment. 

From the wineshop we went to the Cireu 
which is erected on the grassy elevated plain a 
the eastern end of the Via dell’ Abbondanza. 
A more beautiful position is not to be easily 
found even inthis beautiful country. In the ex- 
quisite atmosphere we enjoyed the encircling 
mountains shone through a transparent mist 
that softened their contours without hiding a 
single tint or shadow of their clefts and slopes. 
The Circus is so grand in size that its mere pro- 
portions, without any accessories, are imposing. 
A broad oval, 272 metres in length, is marked off 
by a wooden railing. At the eastern end are 
seen the open arches of the carceres, whence the 
chariots start on their race; four chariots, each 
with a pair of horses. On the left of the car- 
ceres and northern side of the Circus is the 
stand for the Emperor and his train of about 
500 persons, and opposite are raised seats 
for the members of the committee, a 
considerable number of spectators, and the 

ress. The rest of the space round the Circus is 

ree, but thousands of chairs will be placed along 
the railings, where no one need be in¢onveniently 
crowded, so extensive is the area. The spina, or 
barrier, runs along the centre of the Circus, and 
at either end are respectively four and three tall 

osts, with an egg-shaped bail at the top of each. 

hese balls or eggs will be thrown down one by 
one as the chariots pass seven, times round the 
course. Ata short distance from these posts and 
on the spina there is a small temple at each end, 
under which is placed the statue of a godor 
goddess, and other statues, the most conspicuoug 
being oneof Augustus, will stand all along the 
spina. Exactly inits centre is an obelisk. The 
Emperor’s stand is richly decorated, and the 
throne magnificent. It seems to me that this 
part of the festival alone is worth a visit to Pom- 
peli, for it is arranged on a splendid scale. 

After partaking of lunch in a rural wine- 
shop, amid the blooming fields that lie between 
the Circusand the ampitheatre—fields that are 
now literally covered with flowers of varied hue 
and tall green corn—we proceeded to the latter 
place, to which nothing will be done except 
clearing the arena of herbs and wild ciover, and 
covering it with sawdust for the gladiatorial 
games. Tne Emperor's throne will be placed in 
the centre of the best preserved row of seats; the 
rest will be occupied by his train and as many 
actual spectators as they will hold, and the re- 
maining public will find resting-places on the 
verdant carpet that now covers the ruins of the 
upper ranks, a carpet both dry and fragrant on 
this hot volcanic soil and under this brilliant 
sunshine, which, in the cool sea breeze that 
blew and promises to continue, can hurt 
no one. May, with its exhilarating atmosphere 
and scented flowers, is in Naples unquestionably 
the most beautiful month of the year. Through 
the late rains the vegetation has acquired a 
fresh luxuriance that verily causes the fields to 
smile. At the otherend of Pompeii, at the ex- 
tremity of the Street of Tombs, is raised the 
funeral pyre. The little eminence on which it is 
erected is visible from the street itself, and from 
the little hills on either side, so that the ceremo- 
ny can be comfortably witnessed by thousands. 
The pyre is visible between the central two of 
four mal post, upon which hang garlands and 
emblems’ Below is the place for the orator. Be- 
hind, through the scattered trees, are seen the 
gray-tinted slopes of Vesuvius, and the dark 
cone with its plume of smoke. In the great 
Stabian baths ladies will serve sweetmeats and 
other refreshments. For this purpose the sides 
of the atrium are covered in, while in the 
centre will be placed a quantity of chairs, 
and an orchestra will play at intervals. This 
was the idea of the Duke of San Donato, 
to whom many a spectator, weary of wander- 
ing through Pompeii, here witnessing a proces- 
sion, there attending a fresh excavation, or, at 
another time, watching the chariot races, will be 
intensely grateful. Forthe revival of some of 
the ancient customs and spectacles, even though 
they be few and necessarily impertect, there 
could be no better place than Pompeii, and no 
more beautiful background than its amphithea- 
tre of mountains or dark bluesea. The place 
which suffered destruction 1,800 years ago lends 
its eternal remaining beauty in aid of the places 
which suffered quite recently. Pompeii compas- 
sionately greets its equally finfortunate sisters 
across the glittering bay, and the long-peaveful 
ruins of the classic city once more assume the 
aspect of populous life and gayety to solace the 
island towns which are still struggling against 
fresh adveuy.

MR. BASS’S REWARD. 
From the London Spectator. 

A correspondent is quite angry with us 
because we will not advocate the grant of honors 
tothe makers of industrial fortunes. He says 
they have benefited the nation far more than 
soldiersand sailors who have received peerages 
for “ their success in killing people,” and wants 
to know why, ina country so dependent on in- 
dustry, industry, ifon a sufficiently large scale, 
should not be recognized as we we recognize all 
other great services to the State. * * * Acase 
has been presented this week which we gladly 
useiniliustration of our meaning, because of 
the hero of the story we have nothing but good 
tosay. Mr. M. T. Bass wasa noted brewer, who 
made his fortune by the exceptional goodness of 
his brew, and broke with the evil tradition which 


makes most brewers seek their profits in forc- 
ing consumption through “close houses.” He 
was anexcellent member of. Parliament, full of 
sound sense, to which his wealth gave weight. 
He was a fairly generous man, though his gifts 
to the public bore little proportion to his reput- 
ed wealth—did the whole of them exceed three 
months’ income ?—and shough they were usually 
made to the district in which he wished to be a 
power. And he once, we have been told, did a 
most magnanimous thing—he voted for the 
abolition of the malt duty, when he could safely 
have staid away, and when, as he rightly oz 
wrongly believed, the measure would seriously 
and directly diminish.the profits of his iirm. 
Though every ten-pounder did the same thing 
when he voted for the income tax, still, as the 
world goes, the positive expected loss being so 
reat, that was a fine thing to do; and neither by 
is character nor his position would the peerage 
have been injured, if Mr. Bass had accepted one 
when, as is said, one was offered for his accept- 
ance. But why should it have been offered? 
Because, says admiring Islington, he made such 
good beer, and sold so much of it to thirsty man- 
kind that his casks, placed end on end, would go 
round England, or the world, or the universe, 
whichever it is. Well, good beer being a good 
thing, that was good work, as good as making 
strong boots, say, for a continent or two; but 
was not a reward of five millions enough? Mr. 
Bass thought it was, and rejected the peerage; 
and, at all events, it was the reward he worked 
for. It seems to us, who have not a syllable to 
say against him, and a great respect for him for 
doing none of the mischief he might have done, 
that if ever man obtained full Rad for his work, 
ay in heaped measure, it was Mr. Bass, of Bur- 
n-on-Trent. We do not object, as we have 
said, to Governments still half-aristocratic be- 
stowing peerages on exceptionally wealthy men; 
but Jet that reason be assignea, and not the ab- 
surd.plea that the honors were given for work 
which was perfectly respectable work, but was 
work done for money only, and repaid with 
heaps of it. 


DR. STUBBS ON LONG SERMONS.

Those who only knew Dr. Stubbs from 
his published works must have been agreeably 
surprised by the racy lecture which he delivered 
at Oxford yesterday on quitting the Professor- 
ship of Modern History. His allusions to the 
English and foreign historians who had been con- 
temporaneous with his term of office were alike 
generous and graceful, but more interesting still 
was the retiring Professor’s delivery of his soul 
on modern Oxford. He had nothing but scorn 
for the Commissioners’ attempt to combine pro- 
fessoral with didactic work, and described with 
real humor how by going deeper into his subject 
he had gradually got rid of his pupils. On social 
matters he delivered himself more uncompro- 
misingly still, expressing in particular his deep- 
roo atred of “late hours, dinner parties, 
smoking, and university sermons.”

HE GOT UP A LITTLE OIL POOL. 
_-_ooTso 
PRESIDENT RIDDLE OF THE PENN BANK 
TELLS HIS STORY. 

PitTspurG, Penn., June 2.—A long state- 
ment by President W.H. Riddle, of the Penn 
Bank, was published to-day. Up to 188 Mr. Rid- 
die was Cashier of the bank. He was obliged to 
take a rest in that year on account of sickness, 
but before going he left instructions to close up 
certain large loans on oil certificates. Upon his 
return from his vacation he was elected Presi- 
dent of the bank and subsequently ascertaincd 
that his instructions regarding certain oil loans 
had not been carried out. The said loans ran 
from $100,000 to $200,000 more than the collaterals. 
Mr. Riddle says that he told Vice-President F. B, 
Laughlin, J. O. Brown, A. M. Cavitt, Cashier 


Reiber, Major Sweringen and others that he did 
not see what he could do unless he could geta 
lot of people to buy enough oii to put the price 
up and buy enough on the bank’s account to 
make good these accounts. He goes on to say: 
“In May, i882, a very large lot of oll was bought and 
the price advanced. While this was going on I was 
again takensick. ‘hat was the time these accounts 
named in the papers as fictitious accounts were inade. 
Some were for my guin to go to the bank to make up 
these old back accounts; others were for individua!s 
who would hope for profit, which they would divide, 
Now, then, I waat to say that these Directors did know 
all about this.” 


Mr. Riddle says that several persons connected 
with the bank went into the scheme and bougnt 
oil. Some of them, however, looked out for their 
individual interests as soon as the price went up. 
Mr. Riddle accuses some of the Directors of bor- 
rowing larger sums than they ought from the 
bank, and others, he says, made it awkward for 
himself and the Cashier by having daily over- 
drafts. Mr. Riddle says that the reopening of 
the bank was a mistake. Personally he loses 
$400,000. He now believes that he made a great 
mistake in not drawing out of the bank when he 
discovered its condition in 1882, and that he made 
another mistake in trying to make up the bad ac- 
counts. The statement concludes: 

“Tam willing to carry such blame as fairly falls to my 
lot: but there are others of equal, not to say greater, 
blame who shonid bear the blame with me, as F surely 
think I have had more than my sbare.” 

The statement created intense excitement. 
The Directors indignantly deny the allegations 
made, but Riddle claims that the books which 
are now in the hands of the Assignee will fully 
bear oat his statement. His physical condition is 
much worse to-day, and his physicians fear more

CHICAGO, June 2.—The number of Cattle re 
ceived during Sunday and to-day was 6,000 head, 
against 7,729 head for the corresponding time last week. 
Business opened quite brisk to-day as there were a good 
many orders on the market to be filled, andthe demand 
here was fully equal to the supply of desirable or fat Cat~- 
tle. Taken all in all, the situation was more favarable 


for drovers and sellers. Some description of stock did 
not show any quotable change, and for thin, grassy lots 
rices were only barely steady, but for thick, fat offer- 
ngs, withont much regard to weight, values were 
firmer and about 10c, # 100 ®. higher than at the close 
of last week. They went off, too, much more readier, 
and, based on the opening prices of last 
week, were a strong l4c. higher. There were free 
sales on export account at $6 75@$7 for averages 
of 1,250 to 1,450 ., and gooa to choice natives averng- 
ing 1,000 to 1,250 .§ were wanted at $6 30@86 50. 
Ordinary killing and butchers’ Steers ranged at 25 75@ 
$6 25. The supply of Texas Cattle was the largest of 
the season this year, there being 65 cars received alto- 
gether. They met with an active demand at strong 
rates. Sales of grassers were made as low 
as $4 25 and some choice light corn-fed Texans fetched 
$6 10. For four cars of corn-fed, averaging 1,030 ., 
$6 25 was realized. Native butchers’ stulf met with the 
usual inquiry from canners, but the more liberal offer- 
ings of Texans caused a rather weaker feeling un- 
der this head.

The President of the Penn Bank makes 
a statement, the most significant feature 
of which is an implication of the Directors 
in the operations which used up the 
bank’s resources. He claims that they 
were fully cognizant of the fictitious ac- 
counts which were made to cover up the 
abstraction of funds for oil speculations. 
It seems to have been a case of wholesale 
robbery in which the bank’s Directors 
and officers were all concerned. It re- 
mains to be seen how the gang of thieves 
will be dealt with. 


The Tribune, whose editor has gone to 
Chicago—presumably to report the pro- 
ceedings of the convention for his paper, 
since he has no other discoverable func- 
tion there—betrays some symptoms of 
anxiety about the position of THE TIMEs in 
the coming canvass.

A correspondent calls attention to the 
need of a more complete system of ambu- 
lance calls for the city than now exists. 
There are now less than 150 places from 
which a signal may be sent out in case of 
accident, and the calls are said sometimes 
to number thirty-five or forty in a day. 
A new system of wires is of course 
not to be thought of. It seems, 
however, to be perfectly feasible to 
add to the fire alarm service an ambulance 
signal, which should be intrusted only to 


the police for fear of creating false alarms 


Inthat case a policeman called 
to attend an accident might be sure of 
summoning an ambulance at the nearest 
alarm box instead of being compelled, as 
he is now, to make his way to the station- 
house. 





CANDIDATES AND COMBINATIONS. 

A ‘* winning combination” is the object- 
ive point of all the political jugglery now 
going on in Chicago. The unwearying 
managers of Mr. BLAINE’S noisy canvass, 
having picked up by sharp bargaining all 
the delegates who were to be had at 
retail, are now turning their atten- 
tion to negotiations for the delivery 
of the entire “plant” of some of 
the minor ‘‘booms,” that of Senator 
LOGAN being the object of their immediate 
endeavor, while Senator SHERMAN’S, it is 
understood, will be bargained for later on. 
Against this combination the Arthur men 
and their allies are striving to make a 
combination of their own. 

The first outcome, or perhaps it would 
be more accurate to say the most signifi- 
cant portent, of the alliance of the Blaine 
and Logan forces was the choice, in the 
National Committee, of Mr. POWELL 
CLayTon, of Arkansas, as Temporary 
Chairman of the convention. This gen- 
tleman is entirely worthy of the coali- 
tion by which he was chosen. Having 
selected the star route contractor STE- 
PHEN B. ELKINS as the manager of his 
canvass, Mr. BLAINE can of course have 
no objections to the choice of this second 
Dorsey as Temporary Chairman of the 
convention. That the choice of CLay- 
TON is intolerably repugnant to the de- 
cent Republicans at Chicago is evi- 
dent, and there may be some wis- 
dom in the prediction of an Arthur 
delegate that the ‘‘moral effect” of 
such a selection would injure BLAINE’s 
cause.

ONE DUTY OF THE CONVENTION. 


The Republican National Committee, at 
its meeting last December, referred to the 
convention which is to organize at Chi- 
cago to-day the question of changing the 
party representation in future conventions. 
This is a duty which should not be 
neglected. A distinct gain was made 
when the convention of 1880 decided in 
favor of representation by districts. It 
has resulted in all States in which there is 
an active party sentiment in a more accu- 
rate representation of the wishes of the 
voters of the party. Much has been done 
to counteract its intended effect, but it has 
nevertheless resulted in decided benefit to 
the party. 

The representation in the convention is 
still far from being a fair one. The Terri- 
tories, which have no Electoral vote, and 
those States which have no chance of 
choosing Republican Electors have an in- 
fluence altogether out of proportion to the 
voting strength of the constituencies 
which they represent. It was proposed at 
the meeting of the National Committee in 
January of last year that the representa- 
tion be hereafter based in part on the 
number of Republican voters instead of 
wholly on the representation of the States 
in Congress, ‘which has no relation to the 
distribution of party strength. The prop- 
osition was then voted down 23 to 15, the 
opposition coming largely from the South- 
ern States and the Territories. It was 
brought up in more definite shape by Mr. 
FRYE, of Maine, at the meeting of De- 
cember, and, as we have said, was then 
referred to the convention. 

The matter has been discussed with con- 
siderable fullness in connection with the 
committee meetings, and can be easily 
laid before the convention in the perfected 
form given toit by Senator Frye. His 
proposition is that hereafter there shall be 
four delegates at large from each State, 
one delegate from each Congressional dis- 
trict, and one additional delegate from 
each district for every 10,000 Republican 
votes or majority fraction thereof cast 
for Presidential Electors at the last na- 
tional election. If this plan had been 
adopted the present convention would 
have consisted of 870 delegates instead 
of 820, but the representation from the 
15 Southern States would have been re- 
duced from 300 to 239, while that from 
the 23 Northern States would have been 
increased from 502 to 613, the organized 
Territories being still entitled to two each. 
The advantage would not lie in the differ- 
ence in the sectional representation, but 
in the more accurate representation of party 
sentiment and party strength throughout 
the country. The change of plan has been 
generally favored in Republican States 
and by those who wish to lessen the power 
of organized political machines over the 
popular action of the party. 

This matter ought to be pressed upon 
the attention of the convention to the end 
that the movement toward a more perfect 
and equitable representation of party 
strength may be completed. It would be 
well also if the National Committee could 
be made a more thoroughly representative 
body. It is hardly fair or expedient that 
the member from New-Mexico or Alabama 
should have the same voice in the councils 
of the party as the member from New- 
York or Pennsylvania. The New-Mexico 
member speaks for about 10,000 Republic- 
ans who cannot vote for Presidential 
Electors at all. The Alabama member 
represents about 50,000 who have no hope 
of helping to elect a Republican President, 
while the New-York member stands for 
half a million voters whose voice may be 
decisive in the election. It is not desira- 
ble, perhaps, to increase the actual mem- 
bership of the committee, but each mem- 
ber ought to have a voting power in 
some measure proportioned to the size and 
importance of his constituency. This 
could be easily arranged on a fair basis, 
and it is to be hoped that the subject will 
be urged upon the attention of the con- 
vention in the intervals of the more 
exciting business. 

IS IT A SHAM? 

Ever since there has been an active 
movement of public opinion toward the 
reform of the civil service the Republican 
Party has taken much credit to itself for 
the general favor which that movement 
has met in its ranks. It has been fre- 
quently pointed out that while some 
of the old-time leaders of the party 
were indifferent in the matter, the 
sentiment of the great body of its mem- 
bers was clear and firm in its support. 
When the reform law now upon the 
statute-hook was passed it received the 
vote of every Republican Senator pres- 
ent and that of every Republican Repre- 
sentative save a half-dozen, while it en- 
countered a .considerable opposition in 
both houses from Democrats. These facts 
were freely commented on by the Repub- 
lican press with pardonable satisfaction. 

The Republican Party is now engaged 
in the highest and most authoritative 
action of which a party is capable. Its 
representatives from every Congressional 
district in the Union, and from the Terri- 
tories as well, are assembled to select its 
candidate for the Presidency. There is, 
and there can be, before them no subject 
of greater or more immediate importance 
than the principle of civil service reform, 
which means the emancipation of the 
party from the insidious despotism 
of patronage and the freedom of 
the Government service from the 
corruption and demoralization of pol- 
itics. Upon their substantial action re- 
garding this principle will depend much 
of the vifality of the party in the imme- 
diate future, and even its success in the 
approaching election. By their practical 
treatment of it the large body of self-re- 
specting voters bound by no party ties, in 
whose hands rests the decision in Novem- 


for decent government. © 

And this judgment will not be based 
upon any declarations which may be made 
in the “‘ platform.” The convention may 
publish the whole civil service law, or the 
programme of the National Reform League 
among its resolutions; it may ‘‘ reaffirm” 
everything that every Republican in pub- 
lic life has ever said in favor of reform; it 
may “ point with pride” to the enactment 
of the reform law and its administration 
under a Republican President; it may 
exhaust its thesaurus of synonymns to ex- 
press the ‘‘ devotion,” the “‘ fidelity,” the 
“‘unfaltering faith” of the party as 
to this principle—it may do all this, 
and then name a candidate who will 
justly win for the party the contempt of 
the great body of honest civil service re- 
formers in the country. Mr. BLAINE 
would be such a candidate; Mr. ARTHUR 
would be another. Both in their hearts 
despise the reform. Both profess and 
practice a kind of ‘ politics” which is ab- 
solutely inconsistent with the reform. 
There is not an act or conspicuous ut- 
terance of Mr. BLAINE’s that shows the 
faintest interest in the essential idea 
of the reform, and the whole tenor 
of his public life is against it. Of 
late he has had the shrewdness to see 
that it would not doto sneer at it, and 
we do him the justice to say that he has 
made no hypocritical professions of attach- 
ment to it. But one has only to glance at 
the accounts of the proceedings of his 
managers at Chicago to see that they are 
accumulating for him a mass of obliga- 
tions that will make any adherence to the 
reform beyond the letter of the statute an 
impossibility. As for Mr. ARTHUR, his 
political capital is the giving and promise 
of offices. His love for reform is not skin 
deep. 

Do these gentlemen suppose that the men 
who really believe in the reform, and are de- 
termined to have it enforced, are blind to 
these facts? Do they imagine that this 
class of voters, and there are many thou- 
sands of them, can be fooled by fair 
words? If they do, they are woefully mis- 
taken. There is not in the Union a like 
number of keener, more active, more de- 
termined, or more aggressive voters. 
They have too much sense to be hum- 
bugged, and they cannot be bought, be- 
cause they are seeking nothing for 
themselves. They are, simply sick 
and weary of the sordid tyranny 
of machine politics based on patron- 
age, and, as Americans and Repub- 
licans, are heartily ashamed of the prosti- 
tution of the public service to which the 
spoils system has given rise. As Repub- 
licans, also, they are fully determined that 
if this thing is to continue they will not be 
responsible for it. It will be no use to 
tell them that the evil and the disgrace 
will be worse with the Goverament in 
Democratic hands. They are resolved 
that, at any rate, it shall not continue 
under Republican rule. They will carry 
out that resolution by their votes. Their 
devotion to reform is nota sham. If that 
of the Republican Party is shown, by its 
nomination, to be so, they will crush the 
sham at the polls. 





DYNAMITE AND INTERNATIONAL 
LAW. 


The first reverberation of an explosion of 
dynamite in England commonly comes in 
the form of a demand by the English 
press that the United States of America 
shall do something. What it is that the 
United States ought to do has not ap- 
peared up to the present time. The’ Brit- 
ish press, however, is just now more than 
usually emphatic and pertinacious upon this 
point. Curiously enough it is now joined 
by at least one of the leading newspapers 
of France, the République Frangaise. Thig 
journal shares the indignation of England 
at the apathy of the United States, the 
apathy apparently consisting in the fact 
that there are a large number of Irishmen 
in the United States who do not love 
England and a small number who make a 
disreputable living out of the combined 
credulity and vindictiveness of the major- 
ity, while the Government of the United 
States does not feel itself called upon to 
protect the majority against the minority, 
and does not see its way to suppress- 
ing the truculent proclamations of the 
Jeremy Diddlers, in the absence of 
any evidence that they have done 
any mischief. This complaint comes with 
a peculiarly bad grace from France, seeing 
that there is an active and pestilent colony 
of Irish agitators in Paris, who are con- 
tinually hatching plots against the British 
Government, and that all the evidence 
goes to show that the dynamite used in the 
recent explosions has been prepared in 
France and sent out of France by Irish- 
men who have been plotting explosions 
under the protection of the French Repub- 
lic. The French Republic is not to blame 
for this, but its organs should be chary of 
inculpating the American Republic, the 
responsibility of which to England for the 
explosions is certainly not greater than its 
own. 

While the République is thus gravely 
exhorting the United States to look after 
JERRY O'DONOVAN, described by himself 
as ‘“‘ Rossa,” HENRI ROCHEFORT is execut- 
ing uncouth gambols in Paris to testify 
his delight at the explosions. ROCHEFORT 
is a Gallic O'Donovan and O’DONOVAN is 
a Milesian Rochefort. The French press 
would be much surprised if it were told 
that anybody considered it the duty of the 
republicto take ROCHEFORT seriously, and 
O’DonovAN is certainly not a person to be 
taken any more seriously than ROCHEFORT. 
The belief of all sane persons in the United 
States is that O’DONOVAN is as innocent of 
any crime in c8nnection with the explo- 
sions of a deeper dye than inordinate and 
continual lying as is the babe unborn. 
O’DonovaN labors mightily to persuade peo- 
ple that he isa red-handed murderer, but 
he has not yet succeeded in convincing 
anybody above the intellectual calibre of 
the tributary servant girl of the truth of 
his truculent pretensions. If anybody ca- 
pable of risking his life in a murderous ex- 
plosion of dynamite were capable of con- 
fiding his purpose to the loose-tongued 


dead beats who are living on the earnings 
of Irishmen and Irishwomen, the task of 


detection would be as easy for the Enclish 


police as it seems to be difficult. All that 
would be needed would be for an astute 
detective to stimulate one of these per- 
sons to converse. If the Irish newspaper 
‘‘ funds” were spent in equipping emissaries 
for the work of explosion, instead of in de- 
fraying the personal expenses of the pro- 
jectors of the fund, it would be the fault 
of the British police if another explosion 
should occur. 

The truth is that there is nothing what- 
ever in the course of our Government 
which has been or which can be made the 
basis of adiplomatic demand for redress. If 
anybody should undertake so to formulate 
the complaints of the English press that 
they would constitute the statement of an 
international grievance or the basis of an 
international claim, he would discover 
that there was nothing in them which 
could be put into any other form than that 
of the loose declamation about the United 
States in which the English press, not 
at all to its credit, indulges itself when- 
ever a fresh explosion occurs of dynamite 
made in England or imported from France. 

It is really refreshing, after reading this 
declaration, to come upon a proposition 
which is at least explicit and specific. 
A correspondent of THE TrmEs makes such 
a suggestion to-day inthe form of a pro- 
posal that there shall be organized forth- 
with arival society composed of Britons 
to counteract the assumed workings of 
the collectors of ‘‘ emergency funds.” It 
seems an error to overlook the Irish Or- 
angemen, who would be among the most 
enthusiastic and efficient members of 
the organization. Still, much is to be 
said for an anti-dynamite society, even 
if it be an anti-dynamite dynamite 
society. It would be rare sport to see 
O'Donovan hoist with his own petard, if 
he had any petard, or any weapon more 
explosive than his full-charged and ful- 
minating mouth and his ungrammatical 
but detonating pen. Evenif he only em- 
ploys the weapons which Gop and nature 
have put into his hands—and mouth—the 
comminution of O’DONOVAN would be 
hailed by many persons as the abatement 
of a public nuisance. That there is dan- 
ger of getting too many organizations of 
foreign-born American citizens to fight 
out foreign feuds on American soil is, of 
course, a futile and irrelevant suggestion. 





THE ALLEGED CURIUM TREAS- 
URES. 

At length ‘“‘Gen.” CESNOLA ventures 
to notice the very®grave charges brought 
against him by Mr. RICHTER. He replies 
by abusing Mr. RICHTER, but as to the 
point of the accusation—viz., that the pre- 


tended Treasury of Curium (i.e., the enor- 


mous deposit of jewelry, &c., in an 
alleged vault under the temple of Curium) 
never had any existence more real than 
the vault in ‘‘ Aladdin”—the ‘‘ General” 
has not a word to say. Of the Treas- 
ures of Curium —i.e., collection of 
objects’ purporting to be found in 
said treasury and deriving its unique 
value from the fact of its having been 
found, as alleged, in a single deposit— 
he talks very guardedly, but still he does 
say something, viz.: ‘“‘If there is any- 
thing that has stood the. test of careful ex- 
aminations at the hands of the most cele- 
brated experts it is that very ‘Curium 
Treasure.’ While it was in Paris the au- 
thorities of the Louvre made a study of it. 
But it was in England that it received the 
greatest attention. * * * Mr. NEWTON 
and Mr. Brircu, of the British Museum, 
than whom there are no greater living 
authorities, examined it piece by piece.” 

Now, Mr. RICHTER has never said that 
the objects were not genuine, for he had 
never seen them, but that the pretended 
discovery of the vault which the ‘‘General” 
describes so minutely is purely imaginary, 
and that the objects were found at vari- 
ous places in the island or elsewhere. 
This charge the ‘‘ General” leaves unno- 
ticed. The statement of Mr. RICHTER is 
as follows: 

**One word more concerning the position of 
the imaginary Treasure of Curium. L. P. Dr 
CESNOLA describes at some length in his book 
that he found a piece of mosaic near some large 
columns,under which he was fortunate enough to 
discover the entrance door of the treasury cham- 
ber of the temple, and he gives in his book an 
illustration of the said mosaic. I myself found 
some portions of this piece of mosaic which CrEs- 
NOLA himself ordered his workmen to destroy ut- 
terly, (but which they failed to do.) I found the 
columns and all the described scenery of the hill 
and of the platform of the hill in the centre of 
the ruinsof the ancient city of Curium. The 
unfortunate part is that near the mosaic and col- 
umns nothing of value was aiscovered, and no 
deep excavations were made there by CESNOLA’S 
workmen; and, worse still, between this place on 
the hill and the spot outside the town, to the 
west of the plain where was found this rich 
‘necropolis’ and the richest tomb, containing 
so many objects, (which doubtless originated the 
idea of the Curium romance,) there is a space of 
several hundred yards.” . 

As Gen. CESNOLA has not pretended to 
carry away the treasure-house, it ought 
still to be found in its place. Moreover, 
Mr. RicuTer declares that he has the dec- 
larations of the tomb-hunters who found 
the principal objects of the treasure as to 
where they found them, viz., in various 
tombs in different localities. If, of the 
archzeologists who saw the objects in the 
collection, no one questioned the prove- 
nance so elaborately described in ‘‘ Cy- 
prus,” it was no doubt because no one 
dreamed that a man who had the honor 
to be a General in the United States 
Army and a_ representative of the 
United States Government in a Turk- 
ish possession could be capable of so 
gross an imposition as would be 
that which Mr. RiIcHTeR charges the 
General with. That Mr. NewTon was 
puzzled appears from the following pas- 
sage in his essays: ‘“‘The question when 
this treasure was deposited cannot be de- 
termined till we have a more ful! and pre- 
cise description of the objects which it 
contained than is to be found in the work 
*here reviewed, [‘‘ Cyprus,” &c.] The ear- 
rings and the ring with Cupids I should 
not consider earlier than the time of 
ALEXANDER the Great, and that careful 
study of the objects which is only possible 
after their final arrangement in a museum 
may disclose other evidence of even later 
date; but as this treasure is (unfortunately 
for European students) now at New-York 
we must be content to wait till further 
light has been thrown on its origin and 
date by transatlantic archeologists.” This 
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“piece by piece” which Gen. CesnoLa de- 
clares NEWTON gave it. ; 

Mr. RIcHTER was formerly a corte- 
spondent—he went to Cyprus in 1878—and 
has excavated there for Mr. Newton, of 
the British Museum. He is an artist and 
makes his own photographs, was in the 
employment of the British Government 
in the island, and is now forming a 
museum for Cyprus. He has made most 
noteworthy archzeological discoveries in 
the island, and is by no means the per- 
son whom ‘‘Gen.” CESNOLA describes 
him to be, as the ‘‘General” will .find 
out when RICHTER publishes his 
book. The only way the ‘General’ 
can ‘‘ defend the collection” is by showing 
that the Treasury of Curium, that won- 
derful depository cut in the rock, really 
exists. It is not the jewelry that the 
“General” is accused of manufacturing, 
but the “ Treasury” from being collect- 
ively found in which the collection de- 
rives its chief value. The Trustees who 
have paid $50,000 for this collection should 
not hesitate over the steps necessary to 
defend its character, however little they 
may care for that of their Director. 


DIGNITY AND HATS. 

There is a town in Illinois which de- 
sires to add to its dignity. Accordingly, 
‘forty merchants” have signed a pledge 
to wear high hats ‘ to increase the dignity 
of the town.” In view of the fact that 
the hot weather is just at hand, the sin- 
cerity of the forty cannot be doubted. 

The merchants evidently suppose that 
to wear a high hat is the easiest way in 
which to confer dignity upon themselves 
and upon their town. A man dressed in 
a black cloth coat and trousers and a 
black satin waistcoat is always entitled to 
be regarded as a leading citizen, but he is 
not necessarily dignified. If, however, he 
puts on a high*hat he at once becomes a 
dignified, and in some cases a venerable, 
fellow-townsman. When the forty mer- 
chants don their high hats they will gain 
immensely in the respect of their fellow- 
citizens, who will begin to feel that their 
town is a centre of culture and influence, 
and needs a university, an opera-house, 
and a lawn-tennis club. 

Now that the forty merchants are de- 
termined to ‘increase the dignity of their 
town,” why should they not try the effect 
of other measures than that of wearing 
high hats? Suppose, for example, they 
were to undertake to sell no adulterated 
articles, to make no mistakes in making 
out bills, and to charge only a fair price 
for their wares. By so doing they would 
soon make their town famous. People from 
all parts of the country would flock to 
gaze on the forty good merchants, and 
the town would be held in honor wher- 
ever its name might be known. This idea 
does not appear to have occurred to the 
forty Illinois merchants, or, if it has oc- 
curred to them, they have rejected it in 
favor of the cheaper plan of buying high 
hats. 


When the Assembly special committee 
was inquiring into appointments upon the 
police force it was shown that the reports 
of the surgeons were often disregarded, 
and men were appointed by the Commis- 
sioners who did not come up to the 
standard prescribed by the rules of the 
department. When questioned on the sub- 
ject, Chief Surgeon Morris Henry bluntly 
declared that politics had ‘everything 
to do with it.” Dr. HENRY seems to be 
now suffering the penalty of his indiscreet 
candor. The Commissioners last week 
abolished the duties of Chief Surgeon and 
deprived him of hisrank. They also ap- 
pointed one of the District Surgeons as 
President of the Board of Surgeons, a 
position that belonged to the Chief Sur- 
geonship, leaving Dr. HENRY without any 
prescribed duties. All this seems to have 
been for no reason touching the Chief 
Surgeon’s competency or fidelity, but as a 
punishment for telling the plain truth 
when questioned by a legislative com- 
mittee. The Police Commission thereby 
furnishes another reason why it should be 
displaced by one honest and efficient man. 


Mr. FERDINAND WARD yesterday partook 
of a luncheon at Delmonico’s in company with a 
Deputy Sheriff, thereby giving the other custom- 
ers of the establishment an opportunity to admire 
the terrible impartiality of American justice, 
which lays an equal grip upon the fraudulent 
broker and the friendless pickpocket. At a late 
hour last evening Mr. WARD had not returned to 
his place of business in Ludlow-street. His im- 
prisonment seems to be much like the assets of 
the Jate firm of GRANT & WARD. It is merely 
nominal.

THE GEORGIA PHENOMENON. 


MISS LULA HURST EXHIBITS HER EXTRAOR- 
DINARY POWERS TO WONDERING COLUMe 
BIANS. 

From the Columbia (S. C.) Register, May 31. 
The Columbia public ‘have heard and 
read of the wonderful power at the command of 
the now famous Miss Lula Hurst, of Georgia. 

This young lady, who is apparently “sweet six- 


teen,” has a very pleasant face and is of admir- 
able contour, but displays no muscular power 
superior to others of her sex, and as she appeared 
upon the stage at the Opera-house last night no 
one would have dreamed that she could push and 
twirl stalwart men at her pleasure. 

A number of prominent citizens were invited 
to the stage to witness the performance, and yet 
others to take part therein. Age and youth, 
strength and grip, weignt and endurance, skepti- 
cism and, we had almost saii credulity, were 
represented on the stage. The assortment of 
mind and muscle was as wonderful as the 
phenomenon. 

Miss Hurst placed her hand upon a billiard cue, 
while a gentleman held it with vise-like grip, and 
in a moment he would be dancing about the 
floor, while Miss Hurst, with no apparent effort, 
would drive him all over the stage. She heid the 
cue, and several gentiemen made futile efforts to 
force one end of it to the floor. She held an open 
umbrella in her hand while a gentleman he!d 
the handle with both hands, and in a few 
moments Miss Hurst would have him ca- 
vorting over the siage, and finally forced 
him behind the wings. This she repeat- 
ed with several gentiemen. Miss Hurst held a 
chair with one hand and gave a number of gen- 
tlemen repeated trials to force it to the floor, in 
which they invariably failed, but when one, two. 
and three gentfemen would hold the chair Miss 
Hurst would with one hand and no exertion 
gently press it to thefloor. One stout citizen 
went upon the stage with an air of confidence 
which made the audience feel that Miss Hurst 
had met her match, but she twirled him overand 
off the stage with marvelous ease, and epparent- 
ly with the idea of making more sport of him 
than of much smaller men. 

Miss Hurst, by simply placing the palms of her 
hands against the main uprights, moved a chair 
and the gentleman occupying it back and forth 
on the stage. Many attempts to pe: the chair 
to the floor while Miss Hurst held it were 
utter failures; but the most wonderful 
feature of the entertainment was the final 
act. Miss Hurst held a chair with one hand, 
and two gentlemen could not force it to the 
fioor; three, four, six, eight, and ten gentlemen, 
reminding one of the school- boy play of *“* more 
weight on the crate,” all crowded on the chair, 
but made a complete failure in their. combined 
efforts to press itto thestage. The entire per- 
formance was a wonderful exhibition of an un- 
accountable power. and the immense audience 
were delighted and amaze@,

Yes, though many eyes 
are clouded with tears: though many hearts are 
heavy with regrets: though many lives are still 
desolate for the father or brother, the husband 
or lover who did not come back; though every 
grave which a tender reverence or Jove adorns 
with flowers is the shrine of sorrows whose in- 
fluence is still potent, though their first keen 
poignancy is over; in spite of all, to- 
day is a festival—a festival of our dead. 
No less a_ festival because it is full of 
solemnity. And now, in the silent camping- 
ground of our dead, as with soldierly tender- 
ness and love we garland these . passioniess 
wounds, recall those who made their breasts the 
barricade between our country and its foes, let 
us recall their toils, their sufferings, their hero- 
ism, their supreme fidelity in camp, in prison- 

n, on the battle-field, and in the hospital; tiat 

he flag under which they fought, and from tie 
shadow of whose folds they were promoted, may 
never be dishonored; that the country, for 
whose union and supremacy they surreadered 
life, may have the fervent and enthusiastic de- 
votion of every citizen; that as we stand hy 
every grave, as before nn aitar. we may pledge 
our manhood that so help us God the memory 
of our dead shall encourage and strengthen in ug 
all a more loyal patriotism.”

RECEIVERS APPOINTED FOR ITS 

. PROPERTIES. 

THE ACTION A FRIENDLY ONE—DEFAULT ON 
THE INTEREST DUE—DREXEL & CO. 
BUYING MOST OF THE COUPONS. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 2.—It is less than a 


month since the Receivers of the Philadelphia 
and Reading Railroad Company, appointed May 
24, 1880, at the suit of the late Moses Taylor, of 
New-York, were formally discharged by the 
United States court. To-day thé same court 
again placed the affairs of the company in Re- 
ceivers’ hands, on the petition of Henry C. Kel- 
gey, Secretary of the State of New-Jersey, anda 
holder of some of the income 7 per cent. 
bonds of the railroad on which the interest 
due to-day is defaulted. That the company 
would default on some of its imterest 
due to-day was clearly foreshadowed in THE 
Tres this morning, and before 9 o'clock a crowd 
began to gather about the building of the Read- 
{ng Company. The hallways were thronged with 
well-dressed and respectable-looking men, many 
of whose faces wore an anxious appearance. 
Some of the men were bank Presidents, while 
others were stock and bond holders. A few ladies 


were also upon the ground early, but no informa- 
tion likely. to quiet the anxiety of the visitors 
was given out. : 
Dap by one the Directors entered. but they 
hurried rapidly to their meeting-room, access to 
which was closed to everybody else. T he session 
was known to be a continuation of the one held 
at President Keim'’s house Sunday nicht. The 
deliberations were long, and the wait seemed in- 
terminable to the anxious people in the lower 
hali and on the street. Finally a clerk appeared 
and posted a notice that the registered coupons 
on interest due June 1 on the consolidated mort- 
gage bonds of the Reading Company would be 
paid at par in cash by Drexel & Co. on presenta- 
tion. Inside of an hour a steady stream of bond- 
holders were pouring into Drexel & Co.’s bank- 
ing house and cashing their coupons. 
ft was difficult to learn what inducement had 
becn held out to Drexel & Co. tostep into the 
breech and protect the interests of the stock- 
holders. After considerable _inguiry it was 
ascertained that John Lober Welsh and a few 
ot his personal friends had advanced haif of the 
$600,000 required to meet the interest on the 
consolidated mortgage bonds. It was asserted 
that Drexel & Co. advanced the other half, but 
Mr. Thomas, of the firm, declined to 
make any statement about the matter. 
Mr. Welsh’s motive is sald to have 
been to prevent such a panic as would 
have been likely to foliow a default on the 
Reading consolidated mortgage bonds. His se- 
curity, however, is first class, for there are only 
about $5,000,000 of other bonds ahead of these, 
ao that they are practically a first mortgage on 
the entire property of the great corporation. 
The Coal and Iron Company paid the annual in- 
terest on its bonds falling due, the total sum paid 
out being $50,000. The only default was on the 
income mortgage bonds, the total amount due 
thereon being $35,890. 224 ; 
The proceedings in the United States Circuit 
Court were amicable and intended to protect the 
roperty of the corporation from slaughter. 
{r. Kelsey, who filed the bill asking for the ap- 
pointment of Receivers, is a Director in the Jer- 
sey Ventral Railroad Company. A hearing was 
at once had before Justice McKenna and Butler. 
Mr. Kelsey, in bis bill, said that he was the owner 
of $7,000 of income mortgage bonds. “ The com- 
panies are unable.” Mr. Kelsey said,in an affi- 
davit accompanying the bill, ** by reasor of the 
financial difficulties resulting from the disturbed 
condition of the money market, to secure the nec- 
essary advances to mect their obligations. This 
fieponent presented the bonds and coupons held 
py him at the office of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad Company and demanded pay- 
ment of the coupons. The officers refused to 
ay, and said that they were unable to mect the 
terest. The properties of the company are of 
immense productive value and sufficient to en- 
able them to pay the debts of the corporations. 
A very great income can be derived from the 
operations of the two companies, and it would 
be to the last degree disastrous should the busi- 
ness of either be even temporarily suspended. 
Great injury and loss will be occasioned if Re- 
ceivers are not appointed so as to prevent a 
multiplicacy of suits and a sacrifice of proper- 
pea 


Counsel for all the parties concerned assented 
to the granting of the petition. Edwin M. Lewis, 
Stephen A. Caldwell, and President George De B. 
Keim were by agreement appointed Receivers. 
These are the same as the former Receivers, ex- 
cept that President Keim takes the place of ex- 
President Gowen. . 

“ The proceedings have been taken wholly ina 
friendly spirit,” said Richard L. Ashburst, who 
appeared for Secretary Kelsey, to a reporter 
afterward.

Later in the day the Receivers issued a notice 
saying: “he wages certificates heretofore 
issued by the railroad company, and the obliga- 
tions for supplies, materials, and labor issued in 
May by both companies, will be redeemed at ma- 
turity by the Receivers out of the income of the 
properties. All overdue wages of both com- 
panies not yet settled for by wages certificates 
will be paid in cash, due notice being given of 
the times and places of payment.” President 
Keim issued a notice to the bond and share 
holders that he * thinks it is due to all interested 
in the securities of the company to say that no 
apprehension should be felt in consequence of 
the appointment of Receivers, the company hav- 
ing cheerfully accuiesced in the application for a 
Receivership. believing it a wise and prudent 
measure for the protection of every one owning 
either the stock or bonds of the company.”’ 


TRENTON, N. J., June 2.—A copy of the 
original order issued by Judge McKennan, of the 
United States Circuit Court of Pennsylvania, 
appointing a Receiver forthe Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad, was filed in the office of the 
Cirevit Court of New-Jersey here to-day, so as 
to cover all the property of the company sit- 
vated in this State. The affair caused excite- 
ment in this city, owing to the fact that a large 
number of persons here are more or less inter- 
estedin the welfare of the company and its 
leased lines. Secretary of State Kelsey, on 
whose petition the order was granted, says 
that the action was a friendly’ one. 
The friends of the corporation thought it was 
the best thing to be done at the present time. 
The New-Jersey Central will still be operated by 
the Reading, and there will not be any interrup- 
tion to traffic. The guaranteed rental will be 
paid because, in accordance with a decision of the 
Chancellor, it must be when the road itself earns 
it. The Central's interest is being paid in New- 
York to-day, and will continue to be paid. The 
new complications, Mr. Kelsey says, will not 
affect the arguments in the Dinsmore case, which 
will be commenced in Philadelphia to-morrow.

Marriage to 
them is no more than a contract, and when the 
p irties tire of living with each other they sep- 
urate and take new partners. But the negroes, 
even after they are separated, look with sus- 
picion upon the followers of their former help- 


mates, and this jealousy has more than once led 
to fierce assaults. One of these occurred at a 
late hour on Saturday night. De Witt and Mary 
Cummings had recently separated, and De 
Witt, though he no longer lived with 
Mary, was jealous of her. This jeal- 
ousy caused him to engage in a fight 
John E. Holmes. Cummings struck Holmes sey- 
eral times with a stick, and finally broke it over 
his head. Holmes, to detend himself, dréw a 
pistol and fired at Cummings, the bullet striking 
him in the forehead and flattening itself against 
his skull. All tne parties were arrested, and yes- 
terday morning were held to bail to await the 
action of the Grand Jury. Theaffair has created 
a good dea] of excitement, as the affray occurred 
near the opera-house, and when the streets were 
full of people going home trom a minstrel show.

IN THE REGULAR MONTHLY STATEMENT 
FROM THE TREASURY. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—The decrease in 
the public debt for May is, in round numbers, 
$4,800,000, and for the 11 months just ended 
$92,000,000. The figures for last month do not 
show any material difference for May, 1883/ while 
for the 11 months of the last fiscal year the re- 
duction was $28,000,000 greater than for the same 
months of this year. With $92,000,000 surplus for 
11 months, it may be predicted that the close of 
the fiscal year will show a surplus of about 
$105,000,000. This amount would be about $33,- 
000,400 below the surplus for the preceding fiscal 
years, and about one-half the amount of the 
estimated reduction that would be brought 
about by the tariff act of March, 1883. 

While the debt, “less cash in the Treasury,” 
has been reduced less than 35,000,000 the reduc- 
tion in the interest-bearing debt since May 1 is 
nearly $12,000,000. During the month $4,000,000 
of called 3 per cent. bonds were withdrawn from 
the Treasury by the national banks, about three- 
fourths of which amount was replaced with 
higher rate bonds, the amount of bonds now held 


to secure national bank circulation showing no 
material change since May 1. The available cash 
in the Treasury is nearly 3148,000,000, a ——e off 
since May 1 of about $5,000,000. In the gold fund 
there is an increase of nearly $5,000,000. De- 
ducting outstanding gold certificates, this fund 
shows a net increase for the month of 
$2,400,000. The gold certificates outstanding 
amount to $59,000,000, an increase for the month 
of $2,500.000. The gold coin and gold bullion 
held by the Treasury, not covered by certificates, 
foots up $142,000,000. The number of silver dol- 
lars now held by the ‘Treasury is $132,626,7538, 
an increase for the month of $2,200,000, which is 
equal to the number of these coins turned out by 
the Mint, The silver certificates now outstand- 
ing amount to $97,363,000, an increase since May 
1 of nearly $2,000,000. The number of silver dol- 
lars not covered by certificates is over $35,- 
000,000, an increase for the month of $450,000. 
There is no material difference between the ag- 
egate receipts for last month and those for 
fay, 1883, the aggregate for the last month being 
$30,371,000, and for May, 1883, $31,459,000. The 
customs receipts were $14,367,932, and the in- 
ternal revenue receipts $14,290.585, against $13,- 
537,112 from customs, and $15,980, from in- 
ternal revenue for May, 1883. The following

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THE DEMOCRATS BADLY SCARED. 
The Democrats in the House of Repre- 
sentatives were throwo into confusion this 
morning by a proposition from Frank Hiscock 
to suspend the rules and pass a bill to abolish the 
taxes on tobacco and fruit brandy, and on 
alcohol to be used in the mechanical arts. The 
Democrats have been clamoring for a reduction 
of taxation for six months and, as the vote on 
the Morrison bill showed that a majority. com- 
posed of Democrats and Republicans, was in 
favor of reducing the internal revenue rather 


than the tariff taxes, it was thought that Mr. 
Hiscock’s bill would certainly be passed. It 
would have reduced the income of the Govern- 
ment about $50,000,000 and would have enabled 
the Treasury Department to dispense with the 
services of a large part of the corps of internal 
revenue officers, of which the Democrats are 
continually complaining, especially Congress- 
men who represent moonshine districts. 

The objection to the bill was not inherent in 
the measure, for Mr. Tucker, of Virginia. had 
applied to Speaker Carlisle for recognition to 
move the passage of a similar measure, and 
strong influences were brought to bear to secure 
for bim the leadership in this matter. But the 
Speaker declined, because he said it would be 
unfair to Mr. Hiscock, whose name was first on 
his list of those who had been promised recogni- 
tion. Assoon as Mr. Hiscock sent the bill to the 
Clerk's desk Mr. ove moved to adjourn, and 
a chorus of Democratic voices objected when 
Mr. Hiscock asked to have the bill read or print- 
ed in the Record. While the roll was being 
called on the qiestion of adjournment, some 
of the Democrate were hurrying about among 
their fellows explaining the situation and the 
importance of not allowing the Republicans to 
lead in the matter of reducing taxation. Some 
of the Democrats voted for adjournment for 
that reason, and others because they were op- 
posed to curtailing the income from internal 
revenue before the tariff taxes have been re- 
duced. When the Clerk was nearing the end of 
the roll the private tallies showed that the vote 
would be very close, and by the time the whis- 

rran around that the result was atietwo or 

hree members had been persuaded to change 
their votes, and the net result was an adjourn- 
ment by a vote of 94 to 92. All but one of the 
affirmative votes were cast py Democrats, while 
the negative vote included 40 Democrats and 52 
Republicans. Mr. Randall and the Democrats 
who agree with him on the tariff were in favor 
of reducing taxation as proposed by Mr. Hiscock, 
while Mr. Morrison and the so-called reformers, 
except u few from tobacco-growing States, were 
opposed to it. The effect of the scare to-day will 
be to ~ 9 the Ways and Means Committee to 
promp action. Representatives from tobacco 

tates say they now have assurances that the 
committee will soon bring in a bill abolishing 
taxes on tobacco and fruit brandy.

In the 
reports of their condition the banks are required 
to state separately the loans and discounts con- 
sidered to be good, those suspended, overdue, 
and doubtful, and those overdue and unpaid for 
more than six months. The Controller is author- 
ized to call for a special report at any time upon 
the written request ot stockholders representing 
one-fifth of the capital stock of an association.

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A QUIET DAY PASSED AT THE 
MILITARY ACADEMY. 
‘PREPARATIONS FOR THE ANNUAL EXAMINA- 

TIONS WHICH TAKE PLACE TO-DAY— 
SOME OF THE PROMINENT VISITORS. 
West Porxt, June 2.—Though this has 


deen one of the busiest days of the year for the 
military cadets and army officers it has been sin- 


gularly quiet and monotonous for the visitors’ 


who are here waiting for the annual examination 
to begin. All recitations and ¢rills were omitted 
to-day. The cadets remained in-doors and 
diligently conned their books to prepare for to- 
ynorrow’s examinations. The Professors and in- 
structors were occupied every moment in 
closing up the year’s work. President Ar- 
thur’s brother, William, came up from 
Governor's Tsla this afternoon and 
paid the army officers and troops stationed here 
their month's salary. The members of the Board 
of Visitors wandered through the grounds and 
buildings at will, and looked over the official re- 
ports of previous poards, Six of the members 
are here now. Gen. Rosecrans, Col. Hayward, 
and Mr. George E. Waring, Jr., arrived yester- 
day. The two Senators, Conger, of Michigan, 
and Coke, of Texas, will not be here until the 
last of this week. Mr. Lewis Beach has not been 


here yet, but he is at his home in Cornwall, and 
is expected either late to-night or to-morrow 
morning. Gen. Palfrey, of Massachusetts, and 
the Hon. T. J. Henderson, of Illinois, are also ex- 

ted to come to-morrow morning. The Hon, 

. Gratz Brown, of Missouri, hasn’t been heard 
from yet. When a sufficient number of mem- 
bers are here the board will organize and elect a 
President. Gen. Rosecrans is the man talked of 
for the place. 

While there gre quite a number of transient 
visitors every day, tne people who come specially 
for the graduating exercises will not begin to ar- 
rive until the latter part of the week.

Grant said last year that he meant to come 
every time, but his lameness and business trou- 
bles make it impossible to do so this year. About 
85 graduates have already sent notice of their in- 
tention to be present at the meeting of the 
Alumni Association, and there are yet others to 
hear trom. The attendance last year was 116, 
pomewhat larger than usual, owing to the un- 
veiling of the Gen. Thayer monument.

The magnificent park scenery and mount- 
ain landscapes are ever new and varied in the 
different effects of light and shadow; the long 
stretch of river, with sail and steam craft pass- 
ing swiftly up and down at all hours, presents a 
scene of constant charm and interest. The mili- 
tary evolutions on the immense parade-ground 
in the cool of the eyening are quite another 
thing. Everybody wants to see them. 

No special display is made at these examina- 
tions. The lessons and drills are conducted in 
the same order as obtains throughout the year, 
only while any particular drill may be practiced 
daily for a month at a time at a certain season of 
the year, only one exhibition of it is given be- 
fore the Board of Visitors. The cadets are called 
upon to review a year’s course in mathematics, 
natural and experimental philosophy, civil and 
military engineering, chemistry, mineralogy 
and geology, ordnance and gunnery, modern lan- 
guages, drawing, history, geography, ethics, na- 
tional and international Jaw, practical mili- 
tary engineering. and the English, French, and 
Spanish languages. Studies enough, are there

But the cadet is not yet 
at the end of his rore. If a member of the 
Board of Visitors happens to be in the room, 
he also wants to know a thing or two. 
I am told that legal members of the 
board take a sort of malicious delight 
in hurling a poser at the defenseless cadet when 
the law examination is going on. So between 
thei all the young soldier is apt to tell about all 
he does know and sometimes a great many 
things he doesn’t know. It is hardly expected 
that the student will have a thorough knowledge 
of either French or Spanish, though once in 
a while a young man with an aptitude for lan- 
guages will master them both. he majority of 
young men who graduate here can read a pas- 
mage in French or Spanish from a book or make 
B fair translation, but only a few of the more ad- 
vanced scholars acquire a sufficient command of 
gither to carry on an intelligible conversation. 
Nor have the cadets time to get the thorough 
command of pure English and correct expression 
which students in the Jarger volleges and univer- 
sities strive for. When they are examined 
in mathematics they must, among multitudinous 
other things, be prepared to explain the princi- 
ples and practice of Jand and maritime surveys, 
and know tue use of all the instruments used in 
purveying and plotting. Inu drawing they must 
Bive specimens of topographical surveys with 
mand pencil, fre¢hand drawing, Jandscape in 
lack and white, and constructive, mechanical, 
and architectural drawings in ink and colors; 
they must be proficient in field and hill sketch- 
‘ing, and the use of a note-book in the field. In 
chemistry the student must have an understand- 
ing of electricity and electrical apparatus and 
the nature and sources ‘of light and heat. In 
astronomy he must know something about the 
sola and stejla systems, celestial and terrestrial 
spheres, the use of astronomical instruments and 
tables, and the methods of calculating obser- 
vations for time, latitude, longitude, the 
earth’s magnetism, and the meridian. The stu- 
dent’s studies in ordnance and gunnery explain 
tohim the theory and preparation of the ex- 
plosives, projectiles, cannon, &c., and embraces, 
also, the theory of pointing fire-arms, the art of 
breaching, an’ the composition of batteries. In 
history the cadet is expected to answer questions 
about the origin of nations, ancient monarchies, 
nnd the wars of his own and other countries. He 
tnust understand the general principles of con- 
stitutional, national, international, and military 
law, with a view to the powers, forms, and pro- 
ceedings of courts-martial. In practical military 
engineering he is taught the fabrication and ap- 
plication of siege materials, the posting and 
working of parties, the construction of trenches 
and approaches, the methods of building pon- 
tons and bridges, and signaling by flag, toreh, 
or field telegraphy. He must have a knowledge 
ofthe art and science of war and the general 
divisions into which itis divided, the composition 
and organization of our army, marchesana their 
execution, the attack and defense of positions 
and outposts. 

Ot course, these studies are divided through 

, the four years’ course. Pure mathematics and 
French, for instance, are disposed of in the first 


two years. The class which will graduate next | 


week has only to be examined in their last year’s 
studies—ordnance and gunnery, Jaw, Spanish, 
and the varicus branches of military engineer- 
ing. The Sist examination usually sifts out the 
weak and incompetents. As a —— thing, 
about 25 per cent. of the Fourth Class are found 
deficient. In the Third Class the discharges are 
much less, and in the Second Class they are not 
frequent. So that when it comes to the last year 
of the course the — men are. pret- 
ty sure of tting their diplomas. It is 
very, very seldom that a senior student 
fails to reach the mark. If a cudet fails 
in his examination before the committee he can- 
not be recommended for discharge without an- 
other trial before the full Academic Board. This 
latter examination is always in writing, and is 
kept on record, so that. if any Congressman sees 
fit to make a fuss because his protégé is sent 
home. he isshown the why and wherefore in black 
and white. There is every incentive for hard 
study and high averages. The cadets wno rank 
highest in the.class are usually selected for the 
enyineering department. When these vacancies 
are filied the others are distributed among the 
artillery, infantry, and the cavyairy. The 
eadet who does not rank high engugh to 
get iato the engineering deparment, but ranks 
well for the artillery, gets the best pogition in 
that branch, and is -in the line of promotion;

If a feilow-cadet 
should hear of this and should know that the 
informer was right and tbe cadet was telling a 
lie, he wouldat once notify the commandant 
and the young Annanias would be summarily 
recommended for dismissal.

SCALDED TO DEATH. 


OF A BOILER ON A STEAM 
DREDGE. 

The dredging scow Norfolk, owned by 
Frank Pidgeon, Jr.. of No. 116 Wall-street, the 
contractor for the dredging to be done at points 
on the Harlem River where the Second-avenue 
elevated railroad bridge is to cross, lay moored 
yesterday morning off Second-avenue, on the 
New-York side, waiting for an Inspector to di- 
rect where the dredge should be operated. On 
board were the master, Patrick Gregg, James 
Feely, 35 years old, of Third-street, South Brook- 


lyn; the engineer, Robert Stenson, a deck-hand, 
and William Hudson, of Newburg, the cook. 
At about 7:30 o’clock Gregg went to the engine- 
room, saw that there were from 60 to 65 
pounds of steam up, and tested the gauges. 
There was then, he says, wo! of water 
in the boiler. He went on dec and sat 
on the starboard side, keeping a lookout for the 
Inspector. A few minutes later there was an 
explosion in the engine-room, followed by the 
roaring of escaping steam. Nowa | and Stenson 
rushed there, and found Feely ying terribly 
scalded and moaning on the floor. team was 
escaping from a rent at the boiler’s head, and 
Feely had inhaled so much of it that his lungs 
and throat were badly burned, and he could not 
speak. He was carried to the deck, where he 
died within half an hour. 

When the boiler burst Hudson was in the 
cabin, and, hearing the cries of Feely, he at- 
tempted to go to the engine-room, but he was 
severely scalded and driven back by the steam. 
His agony was so great that he lowered himself 
over the side of the boat and cooled his scalds in 
the water of the river. He was taken to the 
Ninety-ninth-Street Hospital. Gregg, who has 
but a superficial knowledge of engineering, 
could not understand why the boiler should 
burst. It was built in 1°81 at Philadelphia by 
Neafie & Levy, and had been in use nine months 
the first year, eight months the second, and since 
last March. 

Acting Sergeant Henry Wheeler, of the sanitary 
company of police, made an investigation. The 
boiler, which was a horizontal tubular one, 14 
feet long and 44% wide, had never been tested by 
the sanitary —- was never reported to them 
for test, and had never been operated by a 
licensed engineer. The iron appeared to be of 
ee quality. There was a vertical rent 24 feet 

igh and from 4% inch to2 inches wide at the 
head of the boiler along the line of the flange. 
The head capped the shell of the boiler and was 
riveted on. At the ongee of the rent the metal 
was \ inch thick, and there were no bright 
fractures. Apparently no care had been taken 
of the boiler, and this resulted in corrosion.

ST. MAREK’S NEW CHAPEL. 
MR, RUTHERFORD STUYVESANT’S HANDSOME 
MEMORIAL OF HIS WIFE. 

The Memorial Chapel of St. Mark’s 
Parish, at Teuth-street and Avenue A, was con- 
secrated yesterday with the beautiful service of 
the Episcopal Church.

The remainder of the building, fac- 
ing Avenue A, which is built up toa height of tive 
stories, will contain a free reading-room and 
library, the day school of the parish, kinder- 
garten, andday nursery. On the ground floor is 
a Sunday-school room the entire lenvth of the 
building. The new building cost about $200,000.

During the Decoration Day parade on 
last Friday Detective James K. Price arrested 
Mr. Martin Daly, of Brooklyn, whom he charged, 
at the Jefferson Market Police Court, with hav- 
ing attempted to pick a lady’s pocket in Madison- 
square. Mr. Daly was very indignant at his 
arrest, and as he proved beyond a doubt his re- 


spectability,Justice Gorman honorably acquitted 
him. Daly’s discharge mortified Price, and on 
Sunday yg 2 he visited Justice Gorman 
and began to lament his Honor’s want of 
discretion in discharging the prisoner. The 
Justice informed Price that, as the case 
had been disposed of, he _ had ¢ nothing 
further to say about it. Then the de- 
tective said, “This is a nice scrape you’ve 
rotten me into; the man I arrested is a thief.” 

Yesterday morning Price again made his ap- 
pearance in court, and. in what the Justice con- 
sidered an insulting manner, once more broached 
the subject of Daly’s arrest, saying that he could 
prove that Daly had been arrested and convicted 
of an offense. Justice Gorman became indig- 
nant and ordered Price to return to his station- 
house, threatening him with arrest and commit- 
tal if he persisted in his insolent conduct. 

“The man’s manner, more than his language.” 
said Justice Gorman to a reporter, “was very 
insulting, and when I saw that he meant to 
annoy me, I determined to put a stop to his com- 
ments on this case.

MONEY READY FOR THEIR CREDITORS 
WHEN THEY CALL, 

The fact that Fisk & Hatch had resumed 
business was announced from the rostrum of 
the Stock Exchange about 2 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. The announcement had no percepti- 
ble effect on the stock market, but a large num- 
ber of brokers hastened to the office of the firm 
to tender their congratulations. Both Mr. Fisk 
and Mr. Hatch were very cheerful. They said 
that they had no statement to make beyond the 
declaration that they had resumed, and that 
creditors could get their money by calling for it. 
It was also stated that no extension of time had 
been obtained on any of the firm’s obligations. 

The a prevailed on the Street that the 
firm had been enabled to resume business partly 
by the friendly co-operation of their principal 
creditors, and partly through a large cash loan 
obtained from New-England capitalists. It was 
also inferred that the firm had n abie to real- 
ize, without much sacrifice,on some of their 
securities. That they re-embarked in business 
with a tolerably full cash-box was nerally ac- 

pted asa fact. When asked how the firm’s re- 
ations with the Newark Savings Institution had 
been adjusted Mr. Hatch replied: * Whenever 
the Newark Bank people come for their money 
they will get it.” 

Some of Fisk & Hatch’s old customers reopened 
accounts with them during theafternoon. A 
circular addressed ** To our customers and corre- 
spondents” was handed over the counter and dis- 
tributed through the mails. In it, after an- 
nouncing their resumption, Fisk & Hatth say: 
“We would express to our depositors our grate- 
ful appreciation of the forbearance which they 
have shown, and thank them for the implicit 
trust which they bave manifested.”

THE VOYAGE OF THE ALASKA. 
DELAYED BY BROKEN MACHINERY BUT 
MAKING A GOOD PASSAGE. 

The Guion steam-ship Alaska, which ar- 
rived yesterday from Liverpool, was delayea, 
owing to an accident to her machinery. She 
passed out of Queenstown Harbor at 11:10 0’clock 
on May 25. During the first day out she made 
good progress, and at noon on May 27, completed 
a day’s run of 414 miles. At 8:15 A. M. on 
the 28th the piston-rod of one of the low- 
pressure cylinders broke into four pieces. 


Capt. Murray had the vessel hove to and 
put the engineers at work disconnecting the 
disabled low-pressure cylinder from the other 
two cylinders. The Alaska remained hove to 
until 1:20 A. M. on —_ 29, when the work was 
completed. The ship then started-up with her 
two sound cylinders atter a delay of about 17 
hours.

PUNISH THE GUILTY IN HIGH PLACES. 

The Grand Jury for the June term of the 
Court of General Sessions was sworn in by Judge 
Gildersleeve yesterday. David M. Turnure was 
appointed foreman. In his charge to the jury 
Judge Gildersleeve said: “It is clearly manifest 
that offenses against property of a most aggra- 
vating and appalling character are on the in- 


crease, that a spirit of lawlessness, bred of ex- 
travagance and a greed of great riches, taking 
root in the numerous channels of speculation to 
be found in our a has been spreading through 
the community. This spirit has developed a class 
of criminals from walks in life where we might 
expect to find those who respect our laws and 
have some regard for legal obligations and the 
rights of others. The growth of this evil is alarm- 
ing. Confidence in our corporations and great 
commercial houses, so essential inthe conduct of 
business, is impaired; values are greatly depre- 
ciated, and the credit of the Nation is threatened. 
One thief of this class does more harm than a 
hundred ordinary thieves or burglars. Your 
duty does not end when you dispose of the com- 
plaints that are placed before you. The Code of 
Criminal Procedure provides that, if a member of 
the Grand Jury knows or has reason to believe 
that a crime has been committed which is triable 
in the county, he must declare the same to his 
fellow-jurors, who must thereupon investigate 
the same. Offenses of public notoriety come 
within your duty and require action by your 
body. While in obedience to the law we are pon. 
ishing the low thieves from thesloughs and slums 
of the city forstealing small sums, let us not neg- 
lect the guilty in high places who steal large 
sums and are amenable to the same law.”
